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CAR-PARKING IN FRONT GARDENS 


THE domestic car-parking problem as it relates to suburban residential areas 

developed before the era of the motor car receives little notice, yet it is 
becoming increasingly serious. Rarely in such areas is there any room on 
road frontages for the provision of garages adjacent to the houses, nor generally 
is there any land available for the erection of lock-up garages nearby. The 
result is that front gardens are being increasingly used for parking. Where 
these are too small for the purpose (and sometimes when they are not) cars 
are left at the kerbside, often shrouded for days on end in funereal sheets. Not 
only are the amenities affected; the reduction of the effective width of the 
roadway to a single lane is a prime cause of accidents. 


Admittedly some householders do all they can to keep their gardens tidy, 
putting down hardstandings and erecting decent walls or fences and entrance 
gates. Others, however, are content to allow their gardens to degenerate into 
squalid dumps, walls and fences broken down, the ground, when not roughly 
surfaced with cinders or gravel, becoming quickly weed-infested and wheel- 
rutted or saturated with oil. 


The attempts of local authorities to deal with this nuisance do not appear to 
be particularly successful. Some of the difficulties involved were brought out 
in a recent case, reported in our issue for August 15, in which the refusal of 
Hendon Borough Council to permit the construction of parking space for a car 
in the front garden of a house in its area was overruled by the Minister of 
Housing and Local Government on appeal. The Minister was satisfied that 
permission for the whole of the proposal was required, but while sympathising 
with the Council in their desire to preserve the appearance of the front gardens 
and the amenities of the locality generally, accepted that the practical difficulties 
of finding car storage space in built-up areas were such that their solution might 
justify some loss of amenity. He did not think that the proposal could be 
regarded as unreasonable and allowed the appeal. The point was brought out 
that local authorities’ powers of control relate only to classified or trunk roads; 


where properties front on to a district road, permission for means of access is 
not required. 


Can anything be done to abate this nuisance ? As we have said, land is 
rarely available in built-up areas for the erection of lock-up garages, and even 
if it were there is no certainty that they would be used on account of rental 
charges. There is at least one possibility. Much of the housing development 
in these older areas is of the terrace or semi-detached kind, separated longi- 
tudinally by passageways for the collection of household refuse, but having fair- 
sized back gardens. If these passageways could be suitably widened to form 
rear access roadways, every house could be provided with a garage on its own 
plot. The difficulty would be to get all the householders or landlords affected 
to agree to a scheme of this kind. The refusal of one or two, and particularly 
of the occupiers of the end properties, could bring it to naught. 


Short of radical redevelopment, there seems to be little that can be done to 
overcome this problem. The lesson for the future is plain. All residential 
development or redevelopment should provide a garage for each unit of accom- 
modation, for the time is clearly coming when every family will want to have 
its own private car. 

Something could perhaps be done to improve the existing state of things by 
exhortation. An appeal by the local authority or by the local amenities 
society to offenders to tidy up their front gardens, to put down proper hard- 
standings, repair fences and walls and fit entrance gates, might have good 
results. Exhortation failing, is there any reason why the hands of local authori- 
ties should not be strengthened in this matter ? It is quite certain that if the 
present trend continues large residential areas, many still of a respectable 
character, will degenerate into car-parking slums, with a serious drop in property 
values.

Pevsner in New Zealand 


Dr. NIKOLAUS PEVSNER, a correspond- 
ent reports, has been recommending that 
New Zealanders should be educated to 
live in semi-detached houses. Speaking at 
Wellington recently, he said: * Terraced 
houses can be made very attractive in, 
say, terraces of four, and you would 
overcome the sprawling appearance. 
People should learn to look at their 
suburb as a whole instead of just their 
own houses.’ Dr. Pevsner also called on 
New Zealand to preserve its early 
colonists’ houses—‘they are part of your 
tradition, and every effort should be 
made to preserve them. At present it 
seems builders can replace them at will.’ 
While in Auckland, Dr. Pevsner saw the 
work of five or six New Zealand artists 
whose work he considered deserved 
recognition overseas. 


New Aids to Home Ownership ? 


IT IS PERHAPS easier for a_ political 
party to express its faith in home owner- 
ship than to provide practical incentives 
to this desirable end. However this may 
be, a group of Conservative back- 
benchers, the Conservative Home Owner- 
ship Group, have submitted proposals to 
the Government for encouraging home 
ownership on a much larger scale. 

One of the proposals is that the 
Government should set up an agency 
which, with Treasury backing, would 
give a guarantee to building societies and 
local authorities when making 100 per 
cent. advances on new houses and on 
second-hand houses in good condition. 
Among other proposals made by the 
group to the Government are that 
Schedule A tax should be abolished; that 
abolition of stamp duties on mortgages 
of land and property should be con- 
sidered; and that proper compensation 
should be paid to householders whose 
property is compulsorily acquired. 
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Conversions Favoured 


THE Shoreditch, Hackney and High. 
bury Housing Association, Ltd., record; 
in its annual report for 1957, now ‘ssueq, 
that the new building scheme, an extep. 
sion to provide eight new flats at Lym 
Grove House, has been carried tl rough 
successfully, but that the scheme fcr ¢op. 
verting two houses at Highbury his m 
into unexpected difficulties; nevert reley 
it is hoped to start work on this s iortly 

The report goes on to say that it seems 
that, except in special cases, new bv ildin 
schemes will in future only be possible 
at greatly increased rents, at any 1 ate 
long as the present high interest rate 
prevail. The Association has accor lingly 
come to the conclusion that conversion 
schemes offer a more promising fi=ld of 
work. ‘Whatever view may be ta’ en of 
the Rent Act and its probable « ons. 
quences,’ says the report, ‘ it has ce’ tainly 
emphasised the need to make full ‘ise of 
existing properties, and special attntion 
has been drawn to the need of ad:ipting 
houses to provide accommodation fr old 
people. This is exactly the work that the 
Association is undertaking and for which 
it asks support.’ 

There are still many gaps in the wel. 
fare state where housing for old peopl 
is concerned, and those interested i this 
work could not do better than to suppor 
this deserving Association. 

Parking Garages 

TuHaT Britain, which has the largest 
motor car industry in the world next to 
the United States, should still be practi- 
cally without modern multi-storey park- 
ing garages is one of those mysteries 
that bewilder foreigners and which we 
ourselves can hardly comprehend. 
Furthermore, Western Germany (with 
one car to 28 people) and even Italy 
(one to 54) both have them, in contrast 
to the United Kingdom, where the ratio 
is as high as one car to 13 people. 

These are some of the interesting facts 
given in ‘Structural Concrete—Parking 
Garages,’ a new booklet just published 
by the Joint Committee on Structural 
Concrete, which draws attention to the 
urgent need for the construction of 
garages of this type in this country if 

our cities and towns are not to be conm- 
pletely clogged by roadside parking of 
cars and commercial vehicles. The book- 
let is well illustrated by examples of 
parking garages in several countries. 

It is pointed out that almost all! the 
multi-storey and underground parking 
garages so far constructed throughout 
the world have been of reinforced con- 
crete construction. This has arisen 
because of the need for maximum fire 
resistance—a most stringent requirement 
for this type of structure—so well met 
by reinforced concrete. The booklet 
should perform a useful purpose if it 
helps to stimulate the interest of jocal 
authorities and others concerned with 
traffic problems in the erection of park:

Outdoor Advertising in Kent 

THE Minister of Housing and Local 
Government has endorsed Kent County 
Council’s policy of severely restricting 
outdoor advertisements in certain parts 
of the county to safeguard visual ameni- 
ties. 

He has approved, with only minor 
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alteration, the County Council’s Order 
listing extensive ‘areas of special con- 
trol’ where outdoor advertisements will 
be kept to a minimum. Parts of certain 
towns, as well as the North Downs and 
other picturesque rural areas are men- 
tioned in the order. 

The vice-chairman of the county coun- 
cil’s planning committee, Mr. A. B. 
Long, states: ‘ The Kent County Council 
is proud of its achievements in preventing 
rural Kent from being disfigured. Even 
before present town and country plan- 
ning laws strengthened the hands of local 
government bodies, the county council 
had taken vigorous action to safeguard 
the visually attractive parts of Kent. It 
managed to save rural areas from much 
unsightly advertising. ... The county 
council continues to rely, whenever pos- 
sible, on persuasion rather than invoking 
legal sanctions. With the help of the 
many local councils of Kent, it is deter- 
mined to keep the garden of England 
from becoming 1,500 square miles of 
advertising matter.’

y lane design for the new building is modelled around the 

copse of trees on top of Crown Hill, Manadon, to 
maintain the existing features of the landscape and at the 
same time taking advantage of the fine view overlooking 
Plymouth to the south and the moorlands to the west. 
The completed building is the first stage in a scheme of 
living and messing accommodation providing 102 double 
cabins for officers, a large dining hall and gallery and 
ward rooms for recreational purposes. 

Guest rooms have been provided on the lower ground 
floor, flanking the sub-foyer. The small one on the west 
side has been lined with panelling made from the timber 
of one of Nelson’s flagships, Foudroyant. The large guest 
room has lilac, pink and gold panelling and a cerise- 
coloured ceiling. A writing room has been provided at 
first floor level. It is possible, from the polished Portland 
stone entrance hall, to see through glazed dividing screens 
and the intermediate foyers and mess hall to the richly 
designed sounding board, depicting the Thunderer’s crest 
with battle honours, suspended over the minstrel gallery 
at the end of the mess hall. 

Several other well-known artists have contributed 
individual items of design. The three large panels of glass 


over the entrance from the upper foyer to the mess hall 
have been engraved to a design by Professor R. Y. Goodden, 
RDI, of the Royal College of Art. The motif is based on 
the crest of HMS Thunderer, freely treated to suit the 
material in which it is worked. 

One of the outstanding features of the mess hall will 
be the curtains extending the whole length of the hail. 
They have been designed in appliqué of felt, metal thread 
and wool on linen by Mr. Gerald Holtom. The prevailing 
theme is that of traditional fighting ships’ figureheads and 
the blue background colours of the printed linen are based 
on Code Flag forms. 

Mr. James Woodford, RA, the sculptor who designed 
the Queen’s Beasts for Westminster Abbey annexe at the 
Coronation, has been commissioned to provide the 
Portland stone figures flanking the main entrance steps. 
They will take the form of figureheads—that of Thunderer 
on the left podium, and Marlborough on the right. 

The north and south walls of the mess hall are panelled 
with English oak, and at the north end a silver cabinet 
forms an integral part of an oak screen which hides the 
service to the gallery. The silver cabinet and panelling 
were presented by engineering firms supplying equipment 
to the Royal Navy, as a memorial to engineering officers

who lost their lives on active service. The residential 
block has been designed to accommodate 204 officers in 
cabins arranged north and south of the central corridors 
on three floors above ground level. These floors are 
served from the first floor upwards by an elliptical com- 
panion way in reinforced concrete. The ward room, and 
other ante-rooms at ground floor level open out directly 
on to the south terrace and command broad views over 
the southern landscape. 

Construction is in reinforced concrete and _ brick 
infilling. The materials used are in the local tradition, 
and the end gables of the residential block, south terrace 
and the north gable of the mess hall are built of local 
limestone. The dressings to the ground-floor storey and 
upper-floor windows are in Portland stone. Slate slabs 
form the trim to the end bay windows and to those in the 
gable ends. Generally, the walls are in stucco. A copper 
fleche with clocks on two faces rises from the roof of 
the main block.

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BUILDING PROGRESS 
IN THE DOMINICAN 
REPUBLIC 


From a Correspondent 


PPORTUNITIES for architects and 
builders in the Dominican Republic 
have never been better. This is due to the 
fact that under the Trujillo Government 
the economy of the country has been 
secured ; encouragement of agriculture and 
new industries has given the Republic a 
handsome annual trade surplus, and it is 
part of Government policy to devote a 
considerable proportion of the budget to 
public building. 

The task before the building industry is 
no small one. Due to the economic 
progress the» population has doubled in 
the last 20 years to 2,700,000. The clearing 
of old property and building of new 
housing estates, towns and farm settlements 
in development areas is progressing at a 
rate unequalled in the rest of Latin 
America. 


Some figures will give an idea of what 
has been achieved since 1936 in Govern- 
ment and municipal building: 


1936 1956 
Hospitals and clinics ... 38 168 
Schools 898 4,258 


Industrial building has not lagged behind; 
since the war nearly 2,000 new industrial 
concerns have been set up. 


It might well be asked if, with this 
volume of building, the Republic has been 
able to supply materials, labour and 


architects, or whether outside help has 
had to be called in. Surprisingly enough 
the Republic, which until the 1930’s was 
entirely agrarian with no native architects 
or knowledge of modern building methods, 
has been largely self-sufficient. 


Well-endowed with 
several varieties of 
tropical timber, which 
forestry is further ex- 
tending, there are also 
large deposits of granite, 
limestone, and marble, 
first worked for the forts 
and churches of the 
Spanish conquistadores. 
From the outset 
Dominican architects 
have had these rich, 
decorative materials to 
call on. Perhaps the 
greatest impact on 
Dominican building has 
been the setting up of 
two very large cement 
and _ asbestos - cement 
plants in 1947. Utilising 
the limitless supplies of 
gypsum in the Republic, 
these have been able 
completely to cover the 
country’s needs and also 
to export to the rest of 
the Caribbean in some 
quantity. 

With a labour force 
that was initially inex- 
perienced it was found 
that the latter two 
materials were ideal for 
quickly erected, low-cost 
public housing. Pre- 
fabricated houses costing under £200 have 
been built in many of the larger towns and 
for the agricultural colonies. With water, 
electricity and sanitation these are a great 
improvement over the bamboo bohio. 
They become the tenant’s property after 
10 years’ occupation. It is interesting to 
note that on the new estates great attention 
has been paid to landscaping. Schools and 
public buildings are provided at an early 
stage in the development areas. For 
example, two new provinces in the south- 
east are having $3m. spent on five law

courts, 10 markets, 18 municipal office 
and several schools which are due to k 
completed by January 1, 1959. 

One of the biggest of recent re-housing 
schemes has been that in the capital 
Ciudad Trujillo, where 6,000 houses ¢ 
in situ concrete construction are bein 
built. The scheme will cost $20m 
The houses are built in units of five and 
ten. Each house has a living room, thre 
bedrooms, kitchen and bathroom. 


Taking the last financial year as an 
example, building licences to a total value 
of £13 million were approved. This was 
split up equally between official and 
private building. Major buildings upon 
which work has recently started includ 
two new 300-bed hospitals in Ciudad 
Trujillo and La Vega—these are built ona 
cruciform plan; the Central Courts of 
Justice costing £400,000; a £550,000 Sports 
Stadium at Santiago; terminal buildings 
at the new intercontinental airport, and 4 
college for architects and engineers which 
will cater for 1,680 students. 


Of past achievements one of the most 
outstanding has been the building of a 
chain of luxury hotels ranging in size from 
the 30 to the 300 bedroom. The largest 0! 
these, the Ambajador in Ciudad Truiillo, 
shows American influence, but the smaller 
hotels, particularly that at Constanza in 
the mountains, have a decided ‘Dominican 
quality of their own in the decorative use 
of natural materials and feeling for 
surroundings. 

Young architects like J. A. Caro, ”. P. 
Bonilla, Teresa de Moya and A. M. 8rea 
are rapidly growing in _ experience. 
Extremely important in their development 
has been the International Fair at Cir dad 
Trujillo which was given a perfect sea- 
front site in 1955. It was comparab 2 in 
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EI Ambajador Hotel, Ciudad Trujillo, part of the £15m. hotel development scheme 


its ef. ect on public and architects with the 
Souti. Bank Exhibition in this country. 

All the building of the $25m. exhibi- 
tion \vas in the hands of Dominican firms 
and ii says much for the coming-of-age of 
Dominican architecture that two native 
architects, A. Henriquez and S. Sturla, 
directed operations so successfully. 

The French architect, A. J. Dunoyer de 
Segonzac, has spent a considerable time 
in the Republic superintending work on the 
£14m. basilica at Higuey which is nearly 
finished (the basilica is surmounted by a 


290 ft. arch which will make it the highest 
building in the Antilles). He records his 
pleasant surprise on finding in the Republic 
modern architecture and a feeling for open 
spaces and town-planning. 

The final proof of the effectiveness of 
the Dominican building industry came in 
May, 1958, when in a competition for 
£5.4m. hydro-electric scheme for the 
Republic, a Dominican firm, Concretera 
Dominicana, won the contract for which 
10 other US, Canadian and Italian firms 
had tendered.

Car-parking in Front Gardens 


fo the Editor of The Builder 


IR,—I have every sympathy with your 
correspondent, ‘A Srferer,’ in his 
disgust at the squalor that often accom- 


| panies front-garden parking, but I am 


afraid that in older built-up areas where 
there is no room for the building of 
private or lock-up garages this nuisance 
will have to be endured in some degree 
until such time as up-to-date redevelop- 
ment becomes possible. 

This does not mean that squalor should 
be tolerated. There are plenty of areas in 
which the residents, on the whole, appear 
to be conscious of their obligations to the 
community in this matter of the amenities. 
It is quite common to see proper hard- 
standings put down, neat walls or fences 
and entrancé gates erected, and gardens 
tidily kept. With reasonably high privet 
hedges. indeed, cars become almost invisible 
ina veneral view. In any case, Cars in 
themseives are not visually offensive—it is 
the wey in which they are so often parked 
that o'fends. 

I su-gest that local authorities, although 
ve no statutory powers to prevent 
rden parking in district roads, 
‘less have a moral duty to see that 
alities are not desecrated. A polite

official hint to offenders that they are letting 
their neighbourhoods down and ought to do 
something about it might have unexpectedly 
good results. 

If deterioration continues, I can see no 
alternative to giving local authorities some 
power to stop it. Many of the areas affec- 
ted are of the middle-class kind, and people 
who can afford to move away will probably 
do so. The result will be the creation of 
a new kind of slum, with an accompanying 
decline in property values. 


ANOTHER VICTIM. 


Architectural Education 
To the Editor of The Builder 


4 1R,—In view of the consideration now 

being given to the training of 

architects the following may be of 
interest. 

Some time ago an architect called to 
see me with reference to using some old 
materials in a chapel he was designing 
and brought his drawing to show me. On 
the side walls were excessively wide but- 
tresses and the gables. were finished with 
solid very heavy bargeboard-like struc- 
tures. I suggested that the appearance 
of the building would be improved if the 
width of the buttresses was reduced and 
normal bargeboards used. Not expect- 
ing to hear anything more about the 
matter, I was very pleased when the 
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architect called later and asked if he 
could show me an amended drawing. In 
it he had reduced the width of the but- 
tresses and redesigned the bargeboards, 
which he said he realised had very much 
improved the design. As he seemed to 
have little idea about proportion I asked 
him if he had studied the Classic Orders 
and he said he had only done so suf- 
ficiently to get through the RIBA Final, 
but had never designed buildings incor- 
porating the Orders in the way that 
students did when I was articled, where- 
by many obtained an instinctive feeling 
for good proportion. 

More recently, not having time to make 
surveys of two old buildings I was altering, 
I had them surveyed by newly-qualified 
architects, but in both cases, owing to their 
lack of experience, the surveys were so in- 
accurate as to require considerable amend- 
ment before they could be used. 

In my student days pupils were en- 
couraged to make measured drawings of 
well-designed old buildings, whereby they 
obtained a knowledge of past styles and use- 
ful practice in surveying, but this exercise 
seems to be dying out and for several years 
recently there have been no entries for 
prizes for measured drawings offered jointly 
by the Berks Society of Architects and the 
Berks Archaeological Society, for which 
there used to be several entries each year. 

It would appear that only by a careful 
study of the Classic Orders and of well- 
designed buildings can most students obtain 
a sound knowledge of proportion, and an 
appreciation of the intelligent way in which 
materials were used in old buildings is help- 
ful when dealing with new materials. Whilst 
it is not suggested that the Classic Orders 
and old buildings should be studied with the 
idea of reproducing them, the neglect of 
such study is probably responsible for the 
unsatisfactory design and lack of propor- 
tion of some modern work, If such stucies 
were again encouraged it should have a very 
beneficial effect on future design.

Building Information 
To the Editor of The Builder 


IR,—In his interesting paper on the 
problem of technical information 
[The Builder, June 20] Mr. Eric Bird, 
MBE, ARIBA, says that ‘ information 
must be so collected and classified that 
finding and using it is both easy and 
quick—this is no simple task,’ and other 
speakers likewise suggested that the task 
is formidable. 

Once the effort of classification has been 
made, however, immeasurable benefits can 
result, and to my mind the task confronting 
the building industry is not as formidable 
as it appears when one realises that the 
foundations exist and we now only need 
to build upon those foundations. The 
need is international and therefore the 
foundations laid by UDC (Universal 
Decimal Classification—British Standard 
1000) can soon accommodate all and more 
of. the suggestions made in Mr. Bird’s 
paper. 

BS 1000(69): 1958 covers Building 
(Materials, Constructions, Trades) and 
classifies many of the things concerned with 
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building. It is therefore possible, within 
the framework of UDC, to give every single 
item (i.e., process, article, type of material 
and piece of equipment) used in building its 
own classification number. A move could 
easily be made towards compiling a compre- 
hensive index, and I suggest that the pre- 
paraiion of such an index could become the 
joint responsibility of the British Standards 
Institution and the Building Research Station 
who would see that all existing items are 
duly classified and all new items classified 
as they arise. The index in alphabetical 
order, copiously cross-referenced, would be 
published and sold in the form of a white- 
card index to which extra cards could be 
added as and when necessary. 


When such an index is available one 
can use it for the following :— 


1. With the aid of the index the approved 
title reference can be written on all existing 
publications (preferably across the top of 
the publication, e.g., 691.714-417.3 Ex- 
panded steel (lathing for plaster)). The 
publications are then easily filed according 
to number. Publications, I find, fall into 
three categories, viz.: Books (B), Catalogues 
(C), and Snippets (S). The books are 
shelved, catalogues reside best in box files, 
and snippets (snippets being all flimsy sheets 
and pages torn from The Builder, etc.), can 
be filed in the lever-arch type of file. By 
adding the letters B, C and §S to the white 
card index one would know where any par- 
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ticular publication would be housed. 


2. The next move would be for Editors 
and compilers of technical data, etc., to 
ensure that all published articles carry the 
approved title reference across the top of 
each article. 


3. Government publications, which do 
not give trade names, could reference 
materials to the classified index, and it 
would then be up to the manufacturers to 
let us know that their products are classified 
under the same number. Specifications, as 
well as mentioning a class of product, could 
give the classification number. When a 
clerk of works, for instance, has to see that 
a certain type of plaster is being used he 
would know that ‘Dinkums Dupacrete’ 
was of the type specified if the appropriate 
classification number (say 691.56-1414) was 
printed on all the bags of plaster. 

4. Those excellent reference sheets the 
BRS Digests could be duly classified so that 
one could enter a note on the card index 
‘see Digest 199.’ 


It is fairly obvious that British Standards, 
too, will eventually adopt Decimal Classifi- 
cation in a more positive way, for the 
present incongruous system of numbers does 
not match up to the important position the 
Institution now holds in the field of inter- 
national standardisation. British Standards 
could also be improved to give more in- 
formation and thereby help to lessen the 
number of documents one needs to keep. If

But 
first, a joint committee of cata ogn 
users (i.e., architects, quantity and bu Iding 
surveyors, engineers, builders, cler: of 
works, foreman and sub-contractors) s :ould 
be given the task of preparing—in cop. 
formity with Appendix A to BS 13 I-~ 
typical format for a catalogue to su‘t the 
needs of all users. When this supplement 
to BS 1311 is available users could send 
Mr. Howard Lobb’s postcards to the riam- 
facturers or promptly return all useless 
publications which do not include the prin- 
ciples of the BS supplement. 
















In time, I am sure that manufacturers, 
knowing that we wish to have and keep 
their publications, will produce the dcsired 
articles and will also no doubt send wu 
auxiliary index cards naming their procucts, 
For those who also want an index of firms 
and trade names they could provide a 
further yellow-card index headed with the 
firm’s name, or trade name, and listing the 
firm’s products with their approved decimal 
classification numbers. 


6. For those who need to record price 
movements a pink-card index, bearing the 
same classification numbers, could be pro- 
duced for this purpose. (In passing, I must 
mention that my active interest in decimal 
classification was first aroused by an article 
on the subject of price records printed in 
The Builder of February 17, 1950—but the 
late Mr. Bullock’s abridged form of classi- 
fication does not meet one’s needs when 
filing publications.) 

With a little thought one can see how 
such a central service of classification can 
be of immense value and those prejudiced 
against ‘those damned dots’ need never 
bother to learn their meaning as this can be 
safely left in the hands of the filing clerk.

i he restaurant dining-room and lounge are accommo- 
dated in the basement of the new Peninsula Court 
Hotel and are without any natural light. Particular care 
was devoted to the design of the lighting scheme which led 
to the installation of an electronically controlled stage 
lighting plant with electron dimmers allowing for a wide 
range of colour combinations and level of illumination. 
There are three sets of white and coloured tubes hidden 
in the ceiling, following the perimeter of the room, each 
set being dimmed independently. The lamp current is 
passed through valves and the range of intensity between 
full and out is 1,000 to 1. The management is using the 
device to edge the light up and keep it at a ‘busy’ high level 
during the lunch hour and drop it down at cocktail time

and up a degree for dinner. The guests arriving for their 
lunch find a highly lit and quite different looking room 
from those visiting in the evening. Then the dimmed 
light is used to create a sense of intimacy, whilst such 
features as the bar and the orchestra platform are high- 
lighted by special undimmed fittings. 

The new Peninsula Court building was designed by 
Faitfone Wong, architect to the Hong Kong Engineering 
and Construction Co., Ltd., to provide luxury apartments. 
Due to a change of policy, the accommodation was 
replanned to that of a luxury hotel, containing 45 three- 
room and 11 two-room suites and 23 single rooms, each 
with attached bathroom. 

Because of this change, a lounge and restaurant, not 
normally required for an apartment house, had to be 
provided. At the time the change was decided upon, 
most of the ground floor, except for the entrance hall and 
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reception for the apartment block, had been let to a banx, 
and the remainder as a carpet salon. 


The hotel management, anxious to retain all the rent- 
able accommodation on the upper floors, allocated some 
space in the basement to accommodate a restaurant to 
seat between 80 and 100 people, with bar, orchestra stand 
and small dance floor, for the residents of the hotel and a 
separate entrance for non-residents. There is also a 
lounge and bar (for residents only) together with kitchens, 
cloakrooms and other ancillaries. 


As the hotel caters chiefly for visitors from the West, 
an old link was emphasised by naming the restaurant 
‘Marco Polo’ and by carrying the story of this famous 
explorer and his fabulous adventures as a decorative 
theme right through the design. The planning of the 
restaurant and lounge was largely determined by the 
existing positions of entrances, staircases, ramps, etc. 


The lounge is directly approached by way of a semi- 
circular marble-faced staircase from the entrance hall of 
the hotel. The restaurant adjoining the lounge is laid 
out in a circular pattern around four centre columns. 
It has a small dance floor and platform for the orchestra. 
The outer walls are formed in the pattern of a folded 
screen, which continues up the steps to the entrance from 
Middle-road. The panels of the screen are illuminated 
by the concealed lighting. 


The main feature of the entrance hall is a decorative 
ceiling consisting of rectangular plaster panels incised 
with ancient Chinese transcriptions. Immediately beyond 
the entrance hall is the cloakroom panelled in teak, and 
between that and the main restaurant is the main waiting 
space and telephone booth. The entire staircase is covered 
with close-fitted carpet. 

The servery is accessible both from the restaurant and 
lounge and adjoins the kitchen. Lavatories are provided 
off the waiting space for the public, and adjacent to the

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kitchen for the staff. The entire floor is air-conditioned, 


the main plant being accommodated underneath the 
entrance from Middle-road. 


To ensure the authenticity of the pictorial material used 
in depicting the travels of Marco Polo, researches were 
made and material obtained from the British Museum, 
the Royal Asiatic Society and the National Geographical 
Society in London, the Bibliothéque Nationale in Paris, the 
Marciamo Library in Venice, the Bodleian Library in 
Oxford, and the Hong Kong University. Francis Tsoy 
was responsible for the paintings on the folded screen and 
the large mural paintings in the lounge, the waiting space 
ind the entrance hall. Wang Chih Po carried out the 
literary Chinese transcriptions on the folded screen, 
together with the short essays on each side of the bar in 
the main restaurant.

THE COSTS OF 
BUILDING RESEARCH 


Greater Recovery from Industry 
Urged 


(GREATER determination in recovering 

costs of research from industry is 
recommended in the report of the Select 
Committee on Estimates, just published, on 
the work of the Department of Scientific 
and Industrial Research. The committee 
single out for mention the Building Re- 
search Station, the Mechanical Engineering 
Research Laboratory and the food investi- 
gation organisation. 


The committee specify the measurements 
being made by the Building Research Station 
of the effect on the Bakerloo tunnel of re- 
moving and replacing the earth cover while 
the new Shell building is being constructed, 
They recognise that the work is of great 
value to the department in its study on 
tunnels, but ‘significant observations have 
been communicated to the London Trans- 
port Executive,’ and the committee noted 
that the director of the Building Research 
Station, in evidence, thought the work would 
be of value to Shell. 


They recommend that in future, where 
it seems possible that any work carried out 
by the department for its own purposes 
may incidentally result in advantage to an 
individual firm, ‘an agreement should be 
negotiated with the firm concerned, before 
the work is started, whereby the firm should 
pay a contribution to the costs of the work, 
if in fact the firm obtains a direct advan- 
tage as a result of the work.’ 


In the minutes of evidence, the chairman, 
the late Sir Ian Orr-Ewing, said that the 
Building Research Station puzzled him. 
The gross expenditure was £528.000; the 
recovery was only £35,000. 


A Practical Difficulty 


Sir Harry Melville, FRS, secretary to the 
Committee of the Privy Council for Scien- 
tific and Industrial Research, answered that 
the small recovery ‘bothers everyone.’ He 
thought about £2,000m. was spent on build- 
ing in Britain, of which £500m. was spent 
by the Government. ‘Naturally, he 
went on, ‘ we should like to recover a sub- 
stantial part of the cost of this research, 
but the trouble is that, apart from the few 
big coatractors, the building industry com- 
prises a tremendous number of very small 
firms; and there is a practical difficulty in 
devising some mechanism to recover from 
the multitude of small firms some contri- 
bution.” No one had yet suggested a prac- 
ticable scheme. 


Asked why there could not be a research 
station within the industry itself, Sir Harry 
Melvilie answered that there was no in- 
dustry really—it consisted of architects, 
‘people who provide windows and doors, 
and so on.’ 


The select committee concluded that the 
Building Research Station should not neces- 
sarily disregard the benefits that a supply- 
ing industry may receive when research 
connected with its products is successfully 
undertaken.

b fe is a four-bedroom single-storey house of traditional 

construction built for Mr. R. F. F. Gibson. It has 
brick cavity walls which are finished with ‘Snowcem’ 
with the exception of the rear and flank walls of the porch 
and the window bay which are in stonework. 


The floors are constructed in timber with a variety of 
finishes as appropriate to the different rooms. The roof 
is also timber and is finished with ‘Bambino’ clay Roman 
type pantiles. 

There is a large lounge which runs the full width of the 
house. It is separated from the dining bar, which is a 
section of the fully-equipped kitchen, by a Sapele slatted 
screen. 

As well as the separate internal we and bathroom there 
is an outside we attached to the external fuel store 
adjacent to the back door. 


Heating is provided by recessed hot-water radiators 
fed from a gas-fired boiler in the kitchen and there is an 
open fire in the lounge. 

The outside pergola is carried through into the hall 
where it runs about | ft. below the ceiling, giving a ‘mirror’ 
effect through the large window. Also in the hall is a 
decorative glass screen which conceals the cloakroom 
and lavatory doors.

HE builder of this house was also the owner and client. 

It is situated on a rocky site with a fine view over the 

River Tyne. The shape of the plan was chosen so as to give 

the rooms a full cycle of sunlight from south-east to south- 
west. 


Construction is in brick cavity wall with a concrete 
ground floor heated by an oil-burning fire. Trussed parti- 
tion framed walling, clad with Sapele, has been used so 
as to avoid structural lintols over the large ground-floor 
windows. The timber roof has a 15-degree pitch, bold 
projections and is covered with mineral felt. 


The staircase window has concrete mullions to full 
height and is double glazed. The open tread staircase 
in mahogany is fitted with inset carpet pads and non-slip 
nosing in a matching colour.

The site, which measures 9 

about 240 ft. by 124 ft., extends from the main Canterbury 

street to Burgate, and is flanked on the north-west 

side by Butchery-lane and on the south-east side by hbieie - 

existing and future buildings. ‘ 

Prior to 1942, when German ‘Baedeker’ raids JOHN L. BERBIERS, FRIBA, AMTPI, 
devastated the Longmarket area, the site was City Architect and Planning Officer 
occupied by the Corn Exchange (a Regency build- 
ing erected in the first quarter of the 19th century) 
together with a number of small buildings along the 
frontage to Butchery-lane. 

The temporary shops built in Longmarket by the 
Council immediately after the war to re-house 
blitzed traders will be replaced by the new shopping 
centre when the leases of the temporary shops 
expire about 1960. The scheme goes to the Royal 
Fine Art Commission early in September.

A paved square, measuring approximately 86 ft. by 95 ft. 
and enclosed by shops of varying dimensions, will front 
on to the main street. The square is connected to Bur- 
gate by a pedestrian street approximately 38 ft. in width 
flanked by some seven shops. Two or three additional 
shops are planned at the Burgate end of the site. The 
layout of the square incorporates a specially designed 
stand for notice boards and cycle storage. 

A flight of steps from the square, leading to a roof 
terrace on the first floor, provides direct access to upper 
floor showrooms. The terrace will form a vantage point 
from which to view the Cathedral and might be used as 
an open-air tea garden during the season. 

A distinctive sign, clearly visible from the square, will 
give prominence to the Roman Pavement beneath Long- 
market. The entrance to the Roman Pavement is incor-

porated in the development on the north side of the 
square. 


A rear service area approached from Burgate provides 
direct vehicular access to most of the shops and allows 
parking space for at least seven cars. A series of decora- 
tively designed showcases will enclose the service area on 
the Butchery-lane side. 


The massing of development on the north-west and 
north-east sides of the square has been largely determined 
by the fact that existing buildings in Butchery-lane on the 
north-west are mainly two or three storeys high and of 
medieval origin. In order te preserve the scale and 
intimate character of Butchery-lane, the block enclosing 
the square on the north-west side is limited to two storeys 
high with shops on the ground floor and showrooms above. 
Two covered arcades will link Butchery-lane with the 
square. The view looking eastwards across the site from 
the main street, embracing as it does almost the entire 
south elevation of the Cathedral, gives undue prominence 
to the unbroken roof lines of the Nave and Choir; and the 
great Central Tower presents an appearance of isolation 
which lacks grandeur and scale. The massing of develop- 
ment on the north-east side has been largely determined 
by these considerations. The four-storey corner block 
flanking the approach to the pedestrian street will relieve 
the apparent monotony of the Cathedral roof lines as 
seen from the main street, and provide a foil to the Central 
Tower. The single-storey block completes the sense of 
enclosure on the north-east side. The shops facing the 
pedestrian street will be limited to single-storey height 
so as to afford an interesting view of the Cathedral.

Design Centre Label 


JKULLER information is now available 
on the Design Centre labelling 
scheme announced in June. The label 
itself is black and white, triangular in 
shape, and incorporates the Design 
Centre symbol and the words ‘ as selected 
for the Design Centre, London.’

Several 
suggestions have now been incorporated, 
among them the inclusion of the word 
“London,’ in view of the probable use of 
labels on goods for export. 

Although firms have not yet been for- 
mally approached, a number have already 
written to place orders, an indication of 
the support among manufacturers tor the 
scheme.

Decrease in Building Work 


THE value of constructional work 
carried out during the second quarter of 
1958 was £539m., according to pro- 
visional figures compiled by the Ministry 
of Works. The corresponding figure for 
last year was £544m. Costs have risen by 
about 1 per cent. during the last twelve 
months and output is running at about 
1 per cent. below the level of last year. 
About 20,000. fewer men are working in 
the industry, i.e., 2 per cent. of the opera- 
tives employed. 

The Ministry of Works figures show 
that, after allowing for changes in costs, 
7 per cent. less work was done on indus- 
trial buildings in the second quarter of 
this year compared with the correspond- 
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ing period last year. For the first half 
of this year as a whole, however, ‘he 
amount of industrial building done was 
only slightly less than in the first half of 
1957.

A HUNDRED YEARS AGO 
(From THE BUILDER of August 28, 1858) 


DIMINISHING’ RAINFALL.—The year

4 Paper at the Town and Country 
Planning Summer School 


R. O. W. ROSKILL, an industrial con- 

sultant, presented a paper entitled 
jown Planning and Retail Trade,’ on 
ygust 21, at the Town and Country Plan- 
ing Summer School, held under the auspices 
‘the Town Planning Institute at Bangor 
rom August 20-27. Following are extracts 
rom Mr. Roskill’s paper: 

The main point I would like to make is 
hat the aim of town planners concerned 
ith shops should be the greatest possible 

ibility both in space and time. It must 

a great temptation to produce plans which 
ook tidy now: if this results in rigidity for 
he future it should be resisted. 

A second aim should be to give the 
reatest possible play to competition and not 
0 let the Board of Control lay down too 
many rules about hitting below the belt. 
hose who have tried to strangle competition 
none way or another have generally found 
hat the influence of the market wins in the 
og run. If a shopkeeper can offer better 
nods or cheaper goods or a more popular 
yay of selling them, customers will beat a 
rack to his shop even if it isn’t in a pre- 
pinct. 

It is better to aim at flexibility and gradual 
change in conformity with changing market 
onditions than at a tidy plan held rigid fol- 
owed later by a greater upheaval. 


The Shopping Population 


There is quite a lot of statistical informa- 
tion about shops in relation to population 
but it is of only limited practical value be- 
cause the population figures generally refer 
to city, county, borough or other local 
uthority boundaries which have little rela- 
tionship to the ‘ shopping population.’ 

A number of investigations have been 
made with a view to determining the ‘ shop- 
ping population’ of different shopping 
centres, but even this term, of course, is a 
loose one, difficult to define accurately except 
in relation to particular types of shop over 
particular times of year. The maps drawn 
up by the Ministry of Transport showing 
the ‘hinterland’ of towns based on bus 
toutes are of value if used with discretion. 

The Final Report of the New Towns Com- 
Mittee, Cmd. 6876, 1946 (pp. 33-34), ex- 
presses the view that the desirable range is 
probably between one shop to 100 and one 
shop to 150 population or rather more if the 
town is likely to become the marketing 
centre for a considerable surrounding popu- 
lation. The report quotes figures of one shop 
to 40 to 50 persons in old towns and one 


shop to 150 to 325 persons in newer housing 
estates, 


It points out that too few shops give rise 
to monopolistic conditions which tend to 
cause dissatisfaction, while too many result 
in high selling costs and an undue proportion 
of bankruptcies. The report wisely refuses 
fo make any recommendations regarding the 
distribution of shops between main and sub- 
sidiary shopping centres but comes down in 
favour of *‘ reasonable competition’ and, 
apart from neighbourhood shopping centres, 
isolated shops or groups of shops so that 
residents will not have to walk more than 


about half a mile for their daily needs. It 
advises against attempting to make any rules 
for division of the total retail outlets between 
multiples, co-ops, department stores and in- 
dependents, and against trying to exclude any 
of them. 

Two of the least defensible recommenda- 
tions of the committee—which also well 
illustrate the gulf between the points of 
view of town planners and of the retail trade 
—are that there is no need for a permanent 
covered market if the shopping centre is ade- 
quate; also that an open market ‘ might be 
useful before the shopping centre is fully 
developed’ but is disliked by shopkeepers. 
There ‘is probably a permanent place for 
markets, both covered and open, even in 
towns such as Oxford where it could hardly 
be suggested that the shopping centres are 
inadequate: the proof of the pudding lies in 
the fact that they are widely patronised. 

It is worth noting the success of new mar- 
kets in new towns such as Harlow and 
Corby, and in the redevelopment of Lans- 
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bury, as well as in many old towns like 
Coventry and Sheffield. 

English housewives have always had a 
strong partiality for the ‘shop round the 
corner ’ and it is doubtful if any of the trends 
towards large-scale retailing will ever kill 
this. It is difficult fully to explain the par- 
tiality but as it is one which does not lend 
itself to tidy planning it is just as well to try 
to look at some of the underlying causes. 

Laziness is no doubt a factor and tins on 
the shelf of the shop round the corner are 
almost as convenient as tins in the larder. 
Social contact is also important: shopping 
in a supermarket or even in the co-op is 
generally a very impersonal affair where 
the need of the management to achieve high 
turnover per person employed is scarcely 
compatible with discursive conversation. 

Some factors affecting the design of shop- 
ping centres have been listed by Mr. Wilfred 
Burns, from whom the following points are 
quoted. Few of them will cause any surprise 
to those engaged in shopkeeping, but since

Society, it is stated, considers that theoretical study of modular co-ordination has now been carried 
as far as its nature allows; that the result of such study is a viable system; und that the system 
should now be perfected by the widest possible practical application 
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town planners and shopkeepers often do not 
see eye to eye, they presumably need to 
be more widely known among town planners. 

Mr. Burns points out that the ‘corner 
shop’ (which serves a purpose similar to 
but is not really identical with the ‘ back 
street shop’ because although the latter may 
be ‘ round the corner’ it is frequently not on 
a corner) supplies the needs of a small popu- 
lation, and since its existence is largely based 
on personal service and stocking a wide 
variety of goods it can be quite small and 
has little need for window frontage. He holds 
that it is not likely to be a serious problem 
for the planner. I am not sure that he is 
right on this last point: as I have already 
indicated it would be more correct to say 
that it is not easily planned—if it can be 
planned at all, though, as will be seen later, 
there seems to be a growing tendency to try 
and provide for it. 

In a negative sense planners can refuse to 
provide for such shops on big new estates 
and since the use of the buildings on such 
estates is normally subject to strict control 
by the authority which owns them, people 
can be prevented from starting them up in 
the rather haphazard way in which this nor- 
mally takes place. 

There is, however, a certain amount of 
experience which suggests that when this is 
done—and it should be remembered that 
many estates specifically provide for back 
street shops—there is a tendency for back 
street shops outside, but on the periphery of 
the estate, to build up a substantial trade 
with local residents, to the detriment of the 
planned shops on the estate. 


Three Main Groups 


In dealing with main shopping centres in 
the middle of towns, Mr. Burns stresses the 
divergent interests and requirements of three 
of the main groups of people whose views 
have to be considered—pedestrian shoppers, 
motorists and shopkeepers. The fact that he 
puts the interests of the first of these first 
is no doubt right in present-day England, 
but illustrates well the vital influence of the 
time factor in all planning. If the ownership 
of motor vehicles in this country reached the 
same level in relation to population as ob- 
tains in the USA (i.e. three persons per car 
instead of 14) would the same still apply? 

There is little doubt that in the USA the 
motorist shopper is more important than the 
pedestrian shopper. If this does happen in 
the UK will it happen within the period 
during which shopping centres resulting from 
current planning are still intended to be serv- 
ing their original purpose? 

And if the answer is in the affirmative, 
what should the town planner do about it? 
Should he plan for the future now; should he 
plan for the present but try and provide for 
later adaptation to meet changed conditions; 
should he plan for the present but try and 
arrange that the physical results of his plans 
(such as building) are designed to last only 
for the duration of the conditions assumed 
when making the plans; or should he give 
up planning altogether and join the 
anarchists? 


Without trying to answer these questions 
it is perhaps worth pointing out that our long 
traditions and great, though sadly decreasing, 
wealth of old buildings have possibly made 
us try to build at any rate our commercial 
buildings to last too long. The Americans— 





though many may come over here to admire 
our quaint old houses—have change in their 
blood, and are perhaps readier to tear down 
what they have only comparatively recently 
put up if it is out of line with current re- 
quirements. To combine planning for the 
present with permanency of construction is 
probably dangerous so far as shopping faci- 
lities are concerned. To say this is not to 
advocate jerry-built shacks, or to neglect 
the importance of aesthetic considerations. 


The growth of traffic density has, as Mr. 
Burns goes on to point out, caused a funda- 
mental change in our ideas about the rela- 
tionship of shopping centres to main 
thoroughfares. In the past main shopping 
centres have generally grown up along main 
thoroughfares, and though there are excep- 
tions (such as arcades) they have not been 
important in relation to retail turnover as 
a whole. The present trend is to make roads 
wider (even if not wide enough) and to build 
an increasing number of dual carriageways 
which may make the distance between build- 
ings 64 ft. or even 80 ft. or more. 


If shops are built on either side of such 
roads there is little of the sense of unity 
necessary for a successful shopping centre, 
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or of the busy activity which is helpful 
shopkeepers. At the other end of the scale 
too much crossing of a busy street by pedg 
trians is involved, both the pedestrians they 
selves and the motorists are subjected 
considerable irritation and the danger , 
accidents is increased. 


A further point which has quite often beg 
raised by shopkeepers is that they object 
having large traffic signs obscuring thg 
frontages. The compromise commoy 
accepted by many town planners is probabj 
the right one—that new shopping centr 
should be away from traffic arteries, by 
that the shops will generate their oy 
traffic and should be left to do so. Attemp, 
to make shopping centres one-way streey 
are generally unwelcome to shopkeepe 
Some shopkeepers are not opposed to th 
idea of having shops in pedestrian thoroug, 
fares situated at right angles to the streg 
and having wide footpaths of 20 ft. or eve 
30 ft. Few shopkeepers, however, a 
enamoured of the idea of the shopping pr 
cinct.

FRIENDS OF FRIENDLESS CHURCHES 
First Annual Report 


[N the first annual report of the Friends 

of the Friendless Churches, 12, 
Edwardes-square, London, W8, issued by 
Mr. Ivor Bulmer-Thomas, acting chairman 
and hon. director, on behalf of the executive 
committee, it is stated that they had been 
deeply concerned at reports that three of 
the finest churches in the City of London— 
St. Katherine Cree, St. Anne and St. Agnes 
and All Hallows-on-the-Wall—might — be 
demolished, along with the remains of St. 
John’s, Smith-square, in the City of West- 
minster. The committee were grateful to 
the Bishop of London for receiving a depu- 
tation on this subject in September, 1957, 
when they put before him the high priority 
which those churches should receive on 
architectural grounds and the need to get a 
picture of the problem in the City of Lon- 
don as a whole so that first priorities might 
be observed. 


Since then the City problem had been 
referred by the Bishop of London to the 
Royal Fine Art Commission. It was noted 
that the Commission, along with other 
interested bodies, concurred in the priority 
that the committee had given to St. 
Katherine Cree, St. Anne and St. Agnes 
and All Hallows-on-the-Wall. There was 
reason to hope that the diocese of London 
would accept the scale of priorities given. 


‘We believe that by a right use of 
resources it is possible to save all the 
churches in the City of London that have 
survived the war; if structural repairs are 
carried out now, and embellishment and 
refurnishing left to a later stage, there is 
not one of Wren’s churches that need be 
lost. We shall continue to press this point 
of view, and also to urge the repair of St. 
John’s, Smith-square, a church of the first 
importance,’ the committee state. 


Some cases of demolition during the year 
had eluded their efforts. Shopland Church 
in Essex, begun in Norman times, and Christ 






Church, Acton-square, Salford, built i 
1831, were destroyed under the authority of 
a faculty before the committee were eve 
aware that a faculty had been sought. 
faculty for the demolition of Denfori 
Church in Berkshire, also built in the reig 
of William IV, had been obtained before thé 
Society was formed, and they sought in vais 
to get it stayed. 


The report goes on to state that thes 
cases had drawn attention to defects in th 
faculty procedure, particularly the limita 
tion of interested parties to parishioners ang 
persons on the electoral roll. The executiv 
committee sent a memorandum of evidenc? 
to the Fees and Faculties Commission of 
the Church Assembly, which is now con 
sidering a revision of the law. Eviden 
was also given to another Church Assembly 
Commission which is considering a revision 
of the law governing the union of benefices) 
‘In the opinion of the executive committ 
the best reform would be repeal. If repeal 
cannot be obtained, we urge the strengther 
ing of the law to ensure that no churd 
listed among buildings of special architec: 
tural or historic interest shall be demolished 
if means are available from any source for 
its repair,’ the report adds. 


The help of the Society had been sought 
for scores of other churches. Some wert 
cases of ordinary repair for which the inter 
vention of the Society would be inappre 
priate, as they did not seek to compete with 
bodies already in this field. But in a num 
ber the executive committee had decided 
that they would be proper cases to hel 
as soon as they were free from presett 
commitments. 


It is pointed out in the report that in th 
first year of the Society’s work the expenss 
of the appeal and the expenses of adminis 
tration were nil. Every penny subscribed 
by members and others had gone towards 
the repair of churches.

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The Reconstruction of War Damaged Cities 
MR. ARTHUR LING’S PAPER AT IUA CONGRESS 


R. A. G. LING, FRIBA, MTPI, 
Coventry City architect and planning 
officer, gave a report on ‘The Reconstruc- 
tion of War Damaged Cities and the Con- 
struction of New Towns in Western 
Europe,’ during the Fifth Congress of the 
International Union of Architects held 
recently in Moscow. Following are some 
extracts from Mr. Ling’s report: 


Prior to this century new towns were only 
established for reasons of economics, 
administration, defence or prestige, and the 
main deciding factors were the location of 
natural resources or the geographical con- 
venience of certain localities to form the sites 
of capital cities or regional centres. The un- 
planned urban growth of the 19th and early 
20th centuries turned towns and cities into 
yast conurbations and has forced us to con- 
sider a different type of new town created 
to take population and industry away from 
the overgrown Cities. 

In Great Britain the propaganda for dis- 
persal has been powerful. It began at the 
end of the 19th century with Ebenezer 
Howard’s advocacy of satellite towns as a 
cure for city congestion and. endless expan- 
sion, and culminated in special legislation 
(The New Towns Act, 1946) after the last 
war which set in motion the construction of 
eight new towns around London to take its 
overspill population and industry, two to 
deal with the problems of Glasgow, and 
others to revive declining mining areas or 
make use of wartime factories established 
away’ from existing built-up areas. The 
scale of this programme has not been 
reached in the rest of Western Europe. 


Impetus to Renewal 


In France, Holland, Germany, Belgium 
and Italy the war devastation of towns and 
cities has on the contrary given greater 
impetus to city reconstruction and renewal. 
This undoubtedly was partly a _ natural 
psychological reaction to the tragedy of war. 
People wished to get back to normal as 
quickly as possible, and the rebuilding of 
their lives in the cities which they had been 
forced to leave was a challenge to meet, not 
to escape from. 


The absence of large scale proposals for 
new towns in the mainland of Europe may 
also be accounted for by the absence of 
large areas of undeveloped land which could 
be used without affecting agricultural 
interests and the relatively low proportion 
of motor cars per thousand population. 

If there is no marked movement outwards 
from the cities there is little basis for turn- 
ing the unorganised ambitions of individuals 
to escape into a collective ambition to build 
new towns rather than an accumulation of 
separate dwellings. But im addition there 
were no acute concentrations of population 
on the mainland of Europe comparable 
with those in Great Britain which necessi- 
tated a dispersal of population and industry 
to new towns. The only examples of new 
towns outside Great Britain are those with 
an economic origin like Emmeloord in Hol- 
land, and Esquivel in Spain which serve as 


centres for bringing new or neglected land 
into full cultivation. 


The other new communities of substan- 
tial size are really extensions to existing 
towns as is, for instance, the new satellite of 
Langwasser to be built adjoining Nurem- 
berg. However, these are of interest as they 
give an indication of current planning 
theories for communities of new town size. 

The siting of new towns cannot be dealt 
with on an intuitive basis. The established 
regional and national structure of cities, 
towns and villages can be harmfully dis- 
turbed by an ill considered proposal. 

On the other hand if their siting is -based 
on a national survey and plan, new towns 
can be of immense benefit to areas lacking 
an economic basis fer the provision of social 
facilities on a scale which will discourage a 
continued drift of population to the big 
urban cities. 

Some countries had the advantage of such 
a national plan. In Great Britain the loca- 
tion of the new towns had their origin in 
regional and local plans, for no national plan 
existed or exists. 


‘ Cities Not Obsolete’ 


Some of the advocates of ‘ garden cities’ 
have taken their theories so far that they 
call into question the validity of the city as 
a worthwhile institution. Dr. Leo Grebler’s 
conclusion from a study of blitz cities in 
five European countries, undertaken several 
years ago, was that ‘the rise of European 
cities from disaster is a reaffirmation of the 
city as a social institution of our time.’ The 
city in this sense is by no means obsolete. 
In spite of experiments with new patterns 
as in England’s new towns, the city as we 
have known it emerges from European 
reconstruction with a strength and vigour 
that belie the prophets of urban doom. 

The propaganda in England for dispersal 
has undoubtedly been successful and it is a 
noteworthy achievement to have under con- 
struction no less than 15 new towns, but it 
is questionable whether the fullest value is 
being obtained from this redistribution of 
urban development. 

The radius of decentralisation, particu- 
larly in relation to London, seems far too 
smal] and the movement of population from 
one side of a green belt to the other does 
no more than provide the necessary elbow 
room for reconstruction in the city itself. 
And even this is not certain for if a policy 
of dispersal is to be successful it is essential 
that it be followed through to its logical 
conclusion. 

If factories, offices and houses are vacated 
by people leaving for new towns as part of 
an organised dispersal policy, it is ridiculous 
to allow them to be refilled by businesses 
and people coming in to the city. This is 
what has been happening through lack of 
control of, and finance to purchase the 
vacated premises. Moreover, increases in 
employment have been allowed elsewhere 
in the city, particularly at the centre, which 
have attracted more people. 

Decentralisation has become an exercise 
without end and the overcrowded city is 
like a basinful of water spilling over while 
the tap is still running. The tap must be 
turned off if the benefit of new towns is 
to be gained. How much better it would 
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be to locate these new towns so that they 
give economic stability to agricultural and 
other parts of the country which have been 
in the past denuded of population by the 
trek to the big city. 

Such a policy, however, requires con- 
sideration of the whole country’s economic 
structure and the preparation of a national 
plan and in this respect the planners of 
London were no more fortunate than those 
of Copenhagen. é 


The programme of new towns in England 
has now been curtailed before conurbations 
like Liverpool, Manchester and Birmingham 
have adequate overspill areas agreed. More 
attention is now being paid to the expan- 
sion of existing towns which has the advan- 
tage of making full use of existing services 
and social facilities, thus giving the people 
concerned a fuller life immediately they 
arrive. 


In the absence of national planning there 
have been lengthy discussions on the ideal 
size of population required for a new 
balanced community and the figure of 
50,000, originally put forward by Ebenezer 
Howard, has now almost become a magic 
formula. It is an indication of the extent 
to which abstract theory still prevails over 
scientific analysis. Opinion in England 
seems to be changing towasds the concep- 
tion that some of the towns that began with 
populations of 50,000 might well grow in 
size to 100,000 or even larger. Abstract 
theory is coming up against the economics 
of town building for it is obviously less 
costly to build a smaller number of larger 
towns. It is, moreover, desirable that the 
size of a new community should be con- 
sidered in relation to its economic, geo- 
graphic and social setting. 


Population of Towns 


There may well be circumstances in which 
a town of up to one million population 
would be satisfactory and the realities of a 
situation should obviously be a starting 


point for decisions. Unless it is a regional 
centre a town with a population of 50,000 
cannot economically support cultural facili- 
ties such as theatres, art galleries, museums, 
universities, technical colleges, and without 
these new towns can easily become either 
devitalised communities or dormitory 
satellites. 

Since the end of the war we have been 
testing out town planning theories and ad- 
justments are constantly being made. Un- 
consciously we have tended to react against 
one extreme of chaos and congestion in 
towns due to commercial exploitation by 
rushing to the other extreme of order and 
openness made possible by municipal enter- 
prise and regulation. 

As a consequence compactness as a 
quality in urban design has been lost and 
the new towns and communities have be- 
come somewhat disintegrated in form with 
so much open space interspersed between 
the dwellings and between the neighbour- 
hoods that there has been produced a 
fragmentation of urban environment. We 
have seen the same thing happen with 
architecture. 

The tendency has been to build diagrams 
with neighbourhoods held apart by green 
wedges and made up of blocks of flats or 
houses patterned according to the prevail- 
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ing winds, the topography of the site, and 
the need for adequate sunlighting—all of 
them admirable considerations but they do 
not automatically produce good design. 

These post-war years have seen an un- 
precedented volume of city construction 
and reconstruction activity in Europe. At 
first the pace was slow, it took time to make 
the devastated areas safe from mines and 
unexploded bombs, remove mountains of 
rubble, repair the services and put the 
building industries in each country on their 
feet again, provide temporary accommoda- 
tion for the homeless and revise laws and 
administrative procedures to suit this un- 
usual task. 

In addition, countries impoverished by 
war found it difficult to finance great 
schemes of reconstruction before they had 
provided the essential basis of economic 
recovery. For these reasons the programme 
of rebuilding did not gather momentum 
until 1950 but during the fast eight years 
the speed has increased and considerable 
achievements can be recorded. 

Planners and architects have seized the 
opportunity to use new techniques and 
imagination in design in their endeavours 
to anticipate the future requirements of the 
city dweller. There were, however, con- 
flicting influences at work immediately after 
the end of the war which determined the 
extent of this opportunity. 


Hasty Decisions 


First, the urgent need to get life going 
again meant that decisions had often to be 
made before adequate thought had been 
given to the best way to satisfy these needs. 
In some cases the reconstruction had to start 
before people were prepared to think anew; 
after the upheaval of war they sought a 
return to normal by re-creating their pre- 
vious environment. 

Secondly, there was the influence of in- 
creasing traffic calling for a more radical 
solution of the means of communication, 
but immediately after the end of the war 
the full measure of traffic increase was 
difficult to forecast and the general tendency 
has been to underestimate this factor. 


The third influence and perhaps the most 
important was the approach to the question 
of land ownership. Some countries, like 
Holland and England, were already think- 
ing out new legislation during the war which 
would cope with post-war reconstruction, 
and a comparison of the achievements of 
reconstruction in European cities clearly 
indicates that where powers were taken to 
acquire land compulsorily for comprehen- 
sive redevelopment the best results were 
obtained. This was not necessarily on the 
basis of confiscation of privately owned 
land. 

There were measures taken in many 
countries to provide reasonable compensa- 
tion or the allocation of alternative sites, 
Western Germany was the main exception. 
There the emphasis was on the inviolability 
of private property—a reaction to the 
totalitarian activities of the Nazis un- 
doubtedly exploited by private interests— 
and consequently although there are some 
very fine new buildings in Western Ger- 
many and the extent of their reconstruction 
is remarkable there are few examples of 
comprehensive replanning. 


EVERYDAY THINGS

XLIII.—The ‘GeneraV’ 
(i) He Arrives 


HAVE often wondered how a general 
foreman does his job. That may 
sound strange because it all appears so 
obvious when we see him at work in his 
office directing operations, surrounded by 
his papers and telephone. I am afraid 
we take what he does far too much for 
granted and as a result we do not give 
him nearly enough credit. 

He is the first man to arrive on the 
new building site—a barren space of un- 
loved land—and he finds no roof for his 
head and no table for his drawings; no 
telephone, no water; nothing. I think he 
must say to himself: ‘J am going to be 
responsible for erecting a building on this 
piece of land.’ Perhaps he even says ‘/ 
alone am going to be responsible for 
erecting a building on this piece of land,’ 
and I like to think that he adds: ‘and I 
am going to see that it is erected in 
accordance with the drawings and speci- 
fication given to me in every detail.’ 





The first thing he has to do is to house 
himself and others who are going to work 
around him. Strangely enough, he is 
usually very frugal in his requirements 
and allows himself no comforts. Con- 
sidering that he has to spend all his 
working days amongst building material, 
dust and dirt, he could hardly be blamed 
if he gave himself a little more luxury 
than we usually find around him. Per- 
haps the answer is that in theory he is 
out on the job most of the time, but in 
present-day practice, the multiplicity of 
his duties as co-ordinator of an ever- 
increasing number of trades and 
materials requires that he spends more 
and more time in his office and less and 
less on the job. 

Having settled where his huts are to go 
so as not to interfere with work, and 
where the entrance for his materials is to 
be, he generally has new or second-hand 
sectional huts sent to him, and no doubt 
a gang to put them up. 

His first job when he is settled in must 
be to study his drawings and his contract 
documents; drawings which the architects 
have spent months in preparing and 
quantities which the quantity surveyor 
has laboured over in measuring every- 
thing down to ‘ leave tidy on completion.’ 
Does the ‘General’ ever think: ‘Do I 
like this building? Shall I be proud of it 
when it is done?’ This I have never dis- 
covered, but I like to think that some 
process of discrimination goes on in his 
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catholic mind and that he has his pet jobs 
like the rest of us. 

Let’s leave him for a time to study his 
drawings, and a little later when the job 
has started he may let us look in on him 
and see how he is getting on, because | 
think we ought to know more about our 
* General ’; but so far we are all strangers,

BUILDING INDUSTRY 


Liverpool Joint Conference 


MPHE North Western Educational Associa. 

tion for the Building Industry in con. 
junction with the Yorkshire Educational 
Association’ for the Building Industry held 
a one day Conference on ‘Training and 
Education in the Building Industry’ a 
Liverpool, recently. The conference was 
made possible by the generosity of the joint 
hosts, the Liverpool Regional Federation of 
Building Trades Employers and the North 
Western Federation of Building Trades 
Employers. 

The delegates were welcomed by the 
president of the LRFBTE, Mr. Harold 
Snow, and the morning session began under 
the chairmanship of Mr. W. H. Forsdike, 
CBE, MIOB, president YEABI. 

The first speaker was Mr. A. G. P. 
ELLIOTT, chief personnel and training officer, 
Simon-Carves Ltd., Stockport. He stressed 
his theme, ‘The Importance of Technical 
Training to the Building Industry,’ by draw- 
ing on his wide experience, supported by 


























































































































statistics, in a firm which had a foot in both T 
camps, building and engineering. ta 
In the industry there were three groups, 96 
architects and surveyors, manufacturers, and § ‘~ 
builders. Leaving aside the manufacturers, § ™ 
there was a marked gap between the A 
‘thinkers’ (architects) and the ‘doers’ § 
(builders). It was impossible for the crafts- 








man to cross the gap normally and easily 
as promotion was confined to his own 
group. Training courses had, therefore, 
tended to remain in water-tight compart- 
ments. The ONC in Building was awarded 
to only 1,400 per annum as against the ONC 
in Engineering to some 9,000. Only two 
universities offered degrees in building. 

On the architectural side, Mr. Elliott con- 
tinued, there was a rigid professionalism. 
There were signs of a change; the emer- 
gence of the large contractor meant that 
men had now a greater chance of promo- 
tion from the tools to drawing, cost and 
progress departments. Increasing pre- § 
fabrication had meant that fewer and less 
skilled men were needed on the sites and 
the gap between the ‘doers’ and _ the 
‘thinkers’ was being closed by the ‘all-in’ 
type of contract. 

‘Architects may dislike engineers’ archi- 
tecture but they cannot ignore it; as more 
and more engineers produce more com- 
petent buildings it will be futile for the 
architects to complain that the ground has 
been cut away from them.’ You cannot, said 
Mr. Elliott, ‘cut the ground from under 
the feet of an ostrich with its head buried 
beneath the sand!’ 

The next session dealt with ‘ Technical 
and Organisational Developments in the 
Industry.’ The first speaker was MR. 
PETER M. SHEPHERD, MIOB, who went to 
considerable lengths to enumerate the 
many changes in techniques and the larger

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gumber of materials with which the 
puilder had to deal. Hundreds of new 
materials were now available from which 
architects could make their choice, and there 
were alsO many new uses of traditional 
materials, such as .timber and glass. Mr. 
Shepherd also pointed out the great increase 
jn the number of pieces of plant and equip- 
ment with which the builder must now be 
‘familiar. 

In all these technical developments there 
was one point which stood out clearly, that 
they were all less tolerant to work with, 
which meant that site erection was becom- 
ing a more exacting job requiring greater 
dimensional accuracy. Things could not be 
cut and altered to size so easily on site. 
Building was now more of an engineering 
practice than it had been, and in teaching 
it it was not a good policy to stick too 
rigidly to the text books, which could easily 
be out of date or lacking in the latest 
methods. There was more to learn and 
more to be taught, and the industry would 
have to face up to training faster and better, 
in fact there would have to be an increase 
in productivity in the teaching profession. 

Mr. J. N.' Hancock, MIOB, said he 
treated all new materials as bad until he 
found they were good, as in his experience 
many of them did not fulfil the claims made 
for them. He said it seemed that it was 
far too easy for specialists to sell patented 
techniques and materials to architects who 
then expected the main contractor to make 
them work. Great difficulties were encoun- 
tered in the inspection of the work, and Mr. 
Hancock wondered whether traditionally 
trained clerks of works were the right men 
for the job. The difficulty of absorbing a 
great deal of knowledge and information 
pouring in from all directions was also 
stressed and the need for training site super- 
visory staffs in the new techniques. 

Bridging the Gap 

After lunch the conference split up into 
three groups to discuss individual interests. 
Mr. GRENFELL BAINES, ARIBA, said the 
group he led agreed about the gap between 
the ‘thinkers’ and the ‘doers’ and that 
architects and builders did not rub shoulders 
enough. The architect’s generally better 
standard of intelligence and training resulted 
in an immediate pulling away from some of 
the very men with whom he would have to 
work and on whom he would have to rely 
later on. The possibilities of learning to- 
gether were explored and it was unanimously 
agreed that every: opportunity should be 
taken to facilitate this to the benefit of both. 

It was felt that far too much time was 
spent on drawing in architectural schools and 
not enough on thinking. Architects should be 
brought into closer contact with the actual 
production of buildings and it was suggested 
that instead of spending his practical ex- 
perience period in an architect’s office the 
young architect should go into the industry 
for this period or at least into technical col- 
lege workshops. 

The Conference was concluded with an 
omnibus vote of thanks proposed by Dr. A. 
Botton, of Liverpool University, chairman 
of Council, NWEABI, seconded by Mr. 
W. M. MacQueen, Head of Department of 
Building Trades, College of Building, Liver- 
pool. Mr. P. M. SHEPHERD thanked all 
concerned on behalf of the YEABI and 
other guests. 


THERMAL INSULATION 
OF FACTORIES 


Position of Fibreboard Under 
New Act 

A STATEMENT issued by FIDOR (the 
Fibre Building Board Development 
Organisation Ltd.) welcomes the Regula- 
tions recently made by the Minister of Power 
under the Thermal Insulation (Industrial 
Buildings) Act 1957, and the more detailed 
Explanatory Memorandum which the 
Minister has also published as a guide to 
local authorities in their responsibility of 

carrying out the provisions of the Act. 
The FIDOR statement says that the issue 
of the Regulations and Memorandum helps 
to clarify the position under the Act, par- 
ticularly in regard to the two most important 
aspects of the requirements laid down by it, 
those specifying the standard of thermal in- 
sulation required and those relating to fire. 
FIDOR points out that in both these re- 
spects, fibre insulating board, long estab- 
lished as an efficient and widely used roof 
lining material for industrial and other 
buildings, is among the materials which 
satisfy all requirements of the various pro- 
visions of the Act as now embodied in 


the Regulations and explained in the 
Memorandum. 


Standard of Insulation 


Briefly, the Regulations lay down that 
roof structures of factories must have a U 
value of 0.3 for a design temperature of 
70 deg. F. and correspondingly for other 
design temperatures, e.g., 0.34 for a design 
temperature of 65 deg. F. and 0.4 for a 
design temperature of 60 deg. F. Since under 
the Factory Acts the design temperature is 
usually recommended not to exceed 
65 deg. F. and is generally nearer to 
60 deg. F., the U value of roof structures 
required by the Act, as now explained, will 
generally range from 0.34 to 0.40. 

The Memorandum quotes recommended 
sources of technical information, including 
Section II of the Guide to Current Practice, 
published by the Institution of Heating and 
Ventilating Engineers, to which local author- 
ities are referred for ‘basic information 
about the thermal resistance of building 
materials and the calculation of U values.’ 
The Memorandum also gives specific guid- 
ance in certain respects regarding the cal- 
culation of U values. For example, for 
the purpose of the Regulations the sum of 
the surface resistances in a roof structure 
is to be taken as 0.85, to which are to be 
added the resistance figures for the roof 
cladding, the insulating material and any 
air spaces formed by them. On this basis, 
taking for the air space the figure given 
in Section II of the I.H.V.E. Manual, the U 
value of a corrugated asbestos roof lined 
with 4in. fibre insulating board is 0.29. 

Thus a lining of tin. fibre insulating 
board, as normally used for the insulation of 
factory type roofs, produces a result well 
within the thermal insulation requirements 
of the new Act. 


Requirements Relating to Fire 


Combustible 
which there is a wide range, including fibre 
insulating board among many others) are 
permitted, provided any surface exposed 
inside the building or inside any cavities 


insulating materials (of 
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formed by the material has a Class I sur- 
face under the spread of flame classification 
contained in Section II of BS476, Part I. 
As the Memorandum explains, there are a 
number of surface or impregnation treat- 
ments which enable this requirement to be 
met. The restriction does not apply to sur- 
faces which are not exposed, nor generally 
where the material is used in such a way 
as not to enhance the risk of fires breaking 
out or spreading in the building. 

It will thus be seen, the statement con- 
tinues, that fibreboard can readily meet 
the provisions of the Act and Regulations 
in respect of fire. Where a Class I surface 
is required, various officially tested treat- 
ments are available, and where no such 
surface is required, untreated fibreboard can, 
of course, continue to be used, e.g., where 
neither surface is exposed as where the 
board is used as part of a built-up roofing 
over roof decking or for the unexposed sur- 
face where board is used as permanent 
shuttering to concrete, or where for some 
other reason, there is no increase in the 
risk of fire breaking out or spreading in 
the building. 

The new Act applies only to factory 
buildings or extensions begun after January 
1, 1959. It does not apply to existing factory 
buildings and, of course, no other type of 
building at all is affected in any way.

TRAINING IN 
CONCRETE PRACTICE 


Courses Now Available 


JN June last year the Advisory Council on 

Building Research and Development 
issued a notice on lecture courses in concrete 
practice. The information contained has 
now been brought up-to-date. 

The City and Guilds of London Institute 
through various technical colleges runs a 
two-year course in concrete practice designed 
for supervisors and potential supervisors. 
Each year consists of 24 lectures, and is 
followed by an examination on which certi- 
ficates are granted. 

In the first year (Grade I) the subject 
matter is dealt with under the following 
headings: materials, proportioning and 
batching, mixing, placing, consolidation and 
process of manufacture, stripping of moulds 
_and curing of concrete, testing and inspec- 
tion, construction joints, formwork, rein- 
forcement, operation and maintenance of 
plant, prestressed concrete, precast products. 

In the second year (Grade II) the headings 
are similar, but the treatment is rather more 
advanced.

FOREST PRODUCTS 
RESEARCH 
1957 Report 


CCORDING to the annual report of the 

Forest Products Research Board, pub- 
lished on July 2 for the Department of 
Scientific and Industrial Research (HMSO 
6s.), the transfer of responsibility for some 
of the Forest Products Research Labora- 
tory’s work to the Timber Development 
Association early in 1957 changed the 
pattern of research which has been carried 
out at Princes Risborough since 1927. 

‘Over most of its life,’ the report states, 
‘it has been the only organisation conduct- 
ing research centrally for the timber-using 
industries—but since the Timber Develop- 
ment Association set up its own laboratories 
it has accepted an invitation by the Research 
Council of DSIR to undertake some of this 
work, including strength properties of timber, 
kiln drying and the utilisation of wood 
waste.’ 

This means that FPRL can devote more 
time to research that could lay the founda- 
tion for new developments. These might 
include an investigaticn into home-grown 
timbers, with special emphasis on their pulp- 
ing properties. The yield of these timbers 
is increasing annually and the economic.dis- 
posal of surpluses (over pit wood require- 
ments) is clearly a problem of national 
importance. 

The Board’s proposals for the next five 
year period from 1959-64 have been put 
before the Research Council for considera- 
tion. 

“The report of the Director contains a 
summary of work carried out last year. It 
includes: 

Seasoning.—A timber drying kiln with an 
air circulatory system of novel design had 
been installed. Work on the effect of air 
speed on drying rate has shown that a speed 
of 4 ft./sec. would be adequate for drying 
an 8 ft. wide pile of green timber such as 
1 in. beech when the direction of air circula- 
tion is reversed at fairly frequent intervals. 
With 1 in. Scots pine there were indications 
that the optimum speed would be little in 
excess of 5 ft./sec. 

Hand Saws.—Information obtained from 
a study of the speed and direction of motion 
given to hand saws in normal use has 
enabled a machine to be designed capable of 
eliminating the vagaries of hand operation. 
With this machine a detailed investigation

‘water before exposing them to the fungus, 
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of the factors affecting the performance , 
hand saws is being made. 

Soft Rot Investigation —In studies of cg. 
lulose-destroying micro-fungi which cauy 
soft rot in coniferous woods, it has no 
hitherto been possible to bring about rapid 
decay by the organisms under laboratory 
conditions. Good growth of Chaetomiun 
globosum and marked decay were, however, 
obtained in samples of Scots pine sapwood 
by first treating the samples with chlorine 













The possibility arises that chlorination may 
accelerate the rotting of timber in water. 
cooling towers and further work on this 
subject is planned. ° 

Distortion in Plywood—A study of the 
behaviour of the veneer during the glue 
spreading and pressing processes has shown 
that the main cause of distortion in plywood 
of balanced construction is variation in the 
stress developed in the veneers during the 
pressing process. It was also shown that 
this variation would be minimised if the 
veneers could be spread and immediately 
pressed at a temperature of about 75 deg. C 
(167 deg. F). 












































Changes in Subjects to be 
Studied 


Tue Council for Scientific and Industrial 
Research has decided that research on the 
following subjects should be undertaken at 
the Forest Products Research Laboratory: 
(i) the pulping properties of home-grown 
timbers; (ii) more work on the general pro- 
perties of home-grown timbers. 

An additional scientific officer will be 
appointed to take charge of the work on 
pulping. Otherwise all the staff required 
are to be provided by transfer from other 
existing work at the Laboratory. 

The Research Council has also decided 
that it is not possible to continue indefinitely 
at the public expense all the work which is 
at present carried out on timber bending, 
wood working, composite wood and wood 
protection. The value of the work is not 
questioned, but it is considered that the in 
dustries concerned which benefit from the 
work should do it themselves, or pay for it 
to be done. 

The Department is, therefore, informing 
the industries concerned that the DSIR will 
diminish progressively its expenditure on 
work in these fields, and will end it in five 
years’ time. It will thus be open to industry 
to carry out the work or to pay FPRL to 
do it.

History of Building Societies 


‘ BUILDING Societies: Their Origin

DUBLIN CORPORATION 
WORKS SECTION 


Efficiency Consultants’ Report 


Tue report of the efficiency consultants 
who in May, 1956, began a study of the 
working methods of Dublin Corporation, 
dealing with the Housing Works Section, 
states that apart from serious deficiencies 
arising from the absence of both a compre- 
hensive scheme of contract planning and a 
realistic costing scheme, there was scope for 
other improvements. On all sites visited 
there appeared to be insufficient use made 
of the existing mechanical aids. In general 
the sites were untidy. 


These conditions hampered production 
and involved excess costs. All three of the 
building sites in progress had been visited. 


During these visits it was found that 
several features were included which could 
be considered as unnecessary embellish- 
ments. 

Recommended were: contract planning 
on a long-term basis; financial control of 
building operations; a close examination of 
building methods for greater utilisation of 
plant and equipment; and an exhaustive 
review of the design of flats and houses. 

The consultants said that discussions con- 
cerning modification for the design of 
houses had taken place with the appropriate 
Officials and their recommendations were 
already being tried out. The savings would 
amount to £28 Is. per house. In relation to 
the future building programme estimated at 
15,000 houses, this would represent a 
capital sum of £421,000.

Exemption of Cylindrical Granite 
Blocks from Import Duty 


THe Treasury have made the Import 
Duties (Exemptions) (No. 17) Order, 1958, 
which exempts cylindrical blocks of granite 
from duty under the Import Duties Act, 
1932.

Floor Colouring 


Q.—The floors of my house are of 
magnesite, in a natural medium brown 
colour, which is very patchy in appearance. 
an you tell me whether there is any stain 
or preparation on the market with which I 
could colour these floors red, dark brown or 
plack to improve them? I have already tried 
jino paint which was not successful and also 
a proprietary polish. W. G. 


A.—This type of composition floor re- 
quires careful treatment right from the be- 


iginning if it is to retain its original lustre. 


Failure to do so often results in the con- 
dition indicated, that is, a patchy colouring 
bringing discredit to an otherwise good floor. 

It is not easy to remedy since the variance 
of stain is in the whole thickness of the floor. 
Since there is no objection to having the 
foor a darker colour a satisfactory colour- 
ing can be made from raw linseed oil with 
the addition of burnt umber. The burnt 


sumber should be added to the oil in suffici- 


ent quantity to produce the colour required, 
and in this liquid state applied with a brush 
over the whole floor. 

Having got the floor down to a uniform 
colour then it should be rubbed with linseed 
oil about once every three or four weeks.

Constructing a Drive-in 


Q.—Between my garage doors and the 
roadway I wish to construct a labour-saving 
‘drive-in.’ As gravel would require main- 
tenance I am thinking of concrete, but dis- 
like its appearance. Can you say if it could 
be dyed black in the making, and would this 
be permanent? If a black ‘colour’ can be 
maintained, this would fit in with the black- 
and-white colour scheme of the house itself. 
The garage doors are about 22 ft. from the 
road (a country road with no path). There 
is no gate. . ©... 


A—It is possible to use a colouring 
medium in concrete and produce a wide 
range of colours. Black colouring medium 
can be used, but it should be understood 
that while being permanent in colour it will 
not produce a jet black. 

An alternative to black concrete is tar- 
macadam which again will give you a drive 
needing little, if any, maintenance and in 
many ways a more Satisfactory surface than 
concrete. The Federation of Coated Maca- 
dam Industries, 37, Chester-square, SW1, 
would be pleased to put you in touch with 
a local firm to do the job in question.

Painting Woodwork 


Q.—Can you tell me what is normally 
understood in the paint trade by the phrase 
‘rubbing down and preparing as necessary’ 
when applied to exterior woodwork and 
ironwork which is to be painted? Would 
you please give me details of how this 
applies to paintwork in good condition and 
in average condition, old paintwork which is 
blistered and peeling off and in which the 
Tubbing down process leaves areas of bare 
wood and iron, and woodwork and iron- 
work left bare of paint by the ravages of 
time before the rubbing down process be- 
gins. I would also like other details of how 
this should be done, etc. 


Could you also tell me whether, in good- 
class and high-class exterior work, it is the 
normal practice to adhere to the British 
Standard Code of Practice, issued by the 
Council for Codes of Practice for Buildings, 
and whether such Codes are intended to 
represent the maximum or the minimum 


standard of requirement? Loe Me. 


A.—tThe phrase * rubbing down and pre- 
paring as necessary’ is a very general term 
used in connection with painting, and as 
such can be interpreted in many ways. It 
is intended to mean preparing a surface to 
receive a paint which will preserve the 
material so painted and at the same time 
produce a pleasing finish. The degree of 
preservation and pleasing effect must vary 
considerably and will, of course, to a large 
extent depend upon the price one is prepared 
to pay. 

The method for paintwork in good con- 
dition is to wash down and rub down with 
medium glass paper, the rubbing down being 
only necessary to cut the. possible glazed 
surface that might still remain. 

For paintwork in average condition do the 
same thing with perhaps additional rubbing 
down. In the case of blistered paintwork, 
on completion of rubbing down, prime bare 
places, fill if necessary with lead paste or 
patent filler and then again rub down with 
fine glass paper. 

For ironwork burn paint off, prime, stop 
and rub down. Rubbing down should be 
done with glass paper of varying grades, 
e.g.. coarse, medium, fine, according to the 
amount of rubbing required. The surface 
should be prepared smooth, but not polished. 
Holes in woodwork should be filled after 
priming or if priming is not necessary before 
any undercoating is applied. 

If a perfect surface is required holes 
should be filled with lead paste or patent 
filler. It is useless applying undercoat to 
base wood or metal without first priming. 

If one undercoat and one finishing coat 
were applied without priming to woodwork 
and ironwork which has never been primed 
the life of the paint would be very short. 
The purpose of priming is to secure a tight 
grip to the surface to be painted; painting 
direct to wood or metal without priming 
would result in the paint lying on the sur- 
face rather than into it. Painting on damp 
wood means the sealing in of the wet into 
the wood behind the paint and therefore 
would result in the paint peeling off after 
a very short period of time. 

British Standard Codes of Practice are 
intended to be a standard of workmanship 
and materials that would give satisfactory 
results. It can be accepted as a minimum 
since no work should be accepted below that 
standard. 

If more detailed information is required 
reference should be made te a good text 
book on the practical aspects of painting.

Noise from Plumbing Installations 


Q.—I have recently taken over a new 
house in which the upstairs w.c. and part 
of the bathroom are directly over the dining 
room and a great deal of noise is heard 
there when the w.c. is in use or being 
flushed; water is being run into the bath- 
room bowl; and, though less objectionable, 
when water is running through the pipes to 
feed the cisterns. The w.c. has a } in. bed 
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of cork below the pan; ne floor cover has 
yet been laid on the bathroom or w.c. Can 
you, please, tell me what I can do to isolate 
this noise? 


A.—Completely to eliminate noise from 
plumbing installations is not an easy task; 
indeed, with the use of hard plasters, iit 
becomes almost impossible. It is, however, 
possible to reduce the noise so created, 
though this would have been a much simpler 
task had it been dealt with at the construc- 
tion stage and would have been more effec- 
tive. 

To tackle the problem now will necessi- 
tate the lifting of one or more floorboards. 
The board or boards to be lifted should 
enable a loose filling of insulating material 
to be worked along between the top ef the 
ceiling boards and the floorboards. There 
are a number of these loose fill materials on 
the market that are suitable for this purpose, 
glass fibre, slag wool and exfoliated vermi- 
culite being among those in general use. 
These materials should be lightly packed 
into the space allowing them to take up 
their own volume without any crushing. - It 
should be sufficient to treat the space 
between the joists on either side of the parti- 
tion walls to the bathroom and the w.c. All 
the materials suggested are regularly adver- 
tised in this journal. ' HOD 


Beading to Plaster Work 


Q.—As an architectural student working 
on a_ project concerned with modern 
methods of plasterwork, I would be grateful 
for information on the advantages of using 
angle beading of various kinds in the form- 
ing of arrises. A os 


A.—Since particular reference has been 
made to modern plaster work it may be that 
the inquirer has in mind the use of metallic 
angle strip. The advantages of this form of 
treatment to external angles are, first, it 
provides a sound comer which will not 
suffer as a result of being knocked, and, from 
the operatives’ point of view, once fixed in 
position it provides a straight, hard edge 
from which the body of the plastering may 
be ruled in for the setting coat. 

Beading formed in the normal setting 
coat, or in a harder plaster than the setting 
coat, by reason of not being square, is not 
so easily damaged. It will be appreciated 
that a knock on the corner is more likely 
to glance off without serious damage. Its 
other advantage is that in general it gives a 
more pleasing appearance with almost un- 
limited scope in the choice of section that 
might be introduced. H. O. D. 


Maintenance of a Clubhouse 


Q.—I am concerned with the maintenance 
of a clubhouse building which is in timber 
construction, the external fabric being 
weatherboarding. This is painted, and it 
has been the practice for a painting contrac- 
tor to apply one coat of paint on top of the 
existing paint. Not unnaturally this does 
not last very long and the building requires 
re-painting every two years, which is a costly 
item. The painter claims, however, that it 
would be far too expensive to burn off the 
old paint and carry out a proper application, 

I am therefore considering. the use of 
Canadian cedar-wood shingles as a cladding 
for the external walls, as these would be 
virtually maintenance-free. I shall be glad 


to have your comments (1) on the painting 











problem; (2) on the use of shingles or any 
alternative form of cladding (which would 
have to be light-weight in view of the con- 
struction of the building). J. H. W. 


A.—On the question of painting, it is 
very questionable if, after burning off, the 
subsequent painting would be _ reduced. 
Being a clubhouse it is reasonable to sup- 
pose that it is in a fairly exposed position, 
hence the need for frequent painting. The 
only real justification for burning off would 
be if the condition of the existing paint 
showed signs of peeling or flaking. Pro- 
vided the work is well cleaned off, then it 


should be possible to apply a finishing coat 
direct, but since the body of paint is in the 
undercoat it is always advisable to apply an 
undercoat before applying the finishing coat. 


The use of shingles of cedar wood would 
provide an almost maintenance-free external 
cladding and produce a very pleasing appear- 
ance. The manufacturers of asbestos pro- 
ducts also put on the market a wall cladding 
suitable for the purpose you have in mind. 
It is very durable, requires little if any 
maintenance and would probably work out 
considerably cheaper than shingles.

TOWN PLANNING DECISIONS 


Sand and Gravel Extraction from 
Wharfedale Riverside Site : 
Minister Refuses Permission 


"THE extraction of gravel and sand from 

a 96-acre site on the Denton Park Estate, 
in the Wharfedale rural district, will not be 
permitted. This decision by the Minister of 
Housing and Local Government follows a 
two-day inquiry at which there was strong 
opposition to the proposal. The application 
had been made by Messrs. A. Dewhirst & 
Sons. 

An extension of existing gravel workings 
on the south side of the River Wharfe, oppo- 
site the Denton site, has been granted, sub- 
ject to conditions which limit the period of 
operations there to four years. 

The Minister’s decision regarding the Den- 
ton Park site is on amenity grounds. The 
Minister states that he is satisfied that if this 
site is worked there would be a very sub- 
stantial loss of amenity during the period of 
working, estimated at 30 years or more, 
especially to people travelling on their way 
to the Dales and the Lakes, and to the 
large numbers of people who come to this 
part of Wharfedale from the industrial 
towns of the West Riding to enjoy the pleas- 
ures of the countryside at week-ends and 
holiday times. 

On the completion of the working the 
present riverside meadow would have been 
replaced by a. permanent lagoon and the 
Minister considers that, however well 
screened this might have been, the present 
attractive quality of this reach of the river, 
winding through pastoral country, would 
be greatly reduced. The land is also making 
a useful contribution to agriculture, and 
substantial as is the need for the sand and 
gravel in the Denton Park site, it is not 
great enough, in the Minister’s view, to 
justify the working of the site. 


Proposed Conversion of Gas 
Works Store to Storage Depot for 
Ice Cream 


HE determination of the Cornwall 
County Council that the conversion of 
a gas works store into a storage depot for 
use by the Eldorado Ice Cream Co., includ- 
ing the erection of a petrol pump and the 
enlargement of the existing access to Lemon 
Quay, would involve development for which 
permission is required under Part III of 
the Act, has been considered by the 
Minister of Housing and Local Government 
on appeal. 
In the course of his decision, the Minister 
states that although the Council were justi- 
fied in dealing with the application as one 


proposal, it seems to him that in fact there 
are three, and he is dealing with the case on 
this basis as requested by the appellants. It 
appears that since about 1929 the premises 
have been used mainly as a store for con- 
sumer goods, and the Minister considers 
that the proposed use as a depot for the 
storage of ice cream would not, in the light 
of Class X of the Town and Country Plan- 
ning (Use Classes) Order, 1950, involve a 
material change in the use of the premises. 
He, accordingly, determines that no develop- 
ment would be involved. 

As regards the proposed erection of the 
petrol pump, he agrees with the Council 
that this cannot be regarded as works for 
the maintenance, improvement or other 
alteration of the building, but involves a 
building operation requiring planning per- 
mission, and he decides accordingly. 

With regard to the proposed widening of 
the access, he understands that Lemon Quay 
is not a classified road, and he is of the 
opinion that as a separate operation this falls 
within Class Il of the Town and Country 
Planning General Development Order, 1950, 
and is, therefore, permitted development. 


Residential Development on 
Fringe of Exeter to be Permitted 


"THE residential development of land 

at Woodwater-lane, Exeter, has been 
approved by the Minister of Housing and 
Local Government following an appeal by 
the owner, Mr. R. T. Whiteway, against the 
refusal of Exeter City Council to allow the 
proposed development. 

The appeal site is on the eastern fringe 
of Exeter at a point where existing develop- 
ment thins out and gives way to the more 
open country that fronts the eastern by-pass. 
It has an area of about 33 acres and a 
frontage of some 200 feet to the north side 
of Woodwater-lane, a narrow winding 
country lane, about 300 yards west of its 
junction ,with the trunk road, A38. Against 
its western boundary is a_ bungalow, 
‘Higher Downs,’ set back about 250 feet 
from the lane. The northern part of the 
site occupies the level crest of a low rounded 
ridge so that the south part has a gentle 
southern slope giving pleasant views in 
almost all directions. There are open fields 
north, east and west of the site. To the 
north these fields form part of the grounds 
and playing fields for three proposed 
secondary schools. The field to the east, and 
the orchard beyond, are part of the pro- 
perty, ‘ Highfield,” owned and occupied by 
a Mr. Trude. 

At an inquiry into the appeal, Mr. White- 
way said he lived at ‘ Woodpark,’ a farm- 
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house on the south side of Woodwater-lan.. 
his farm, of some 27 acres, included 
appeal site. Being aware that Mr. Trug 
had obtained permission to develop lanj 
adjoining the appeal site he wished 
develop his own land, as future developmen 
in the area would surround it on three sidy 
making it less suitable for agriculture, anj 
increased traffic along Woodwater-lane jy 
recent years interfered with his cows, which 
must use the lane to reach the appeal site 
For those reasons he intended to dispose of 
his holding and take a farm farther out iy 
the country. If he were to dispose of * Wood. 
park’ .and its surrounding land the appe| 
site would have no economic use and jt 
would be advantageous to develop it jointly 
with Mr. Trude’s land. He had approached 

































his agreement but also his full support jin 
this appeal. 

In the City Development Plan the area oj 
land bounded by Rifford-road and Honiton. 
road on the west and north, by the by-pas 
on the east, and by Woodwater-lane on the 
south, was zoned substantially for residential 
development, much of the remainder being 
shown as sites for educational purposes, 
Within this area the only sites left up 
coloured were Mr. Trude’s land which now 
had planning permission for development, 
the appeal site and a small field adjoining 
it on the west. In these circumstances it 
would be most reasonable to allow this small 
pocket of uncoloured land to be developed 
and to round off existing proposals. The site 
was high, with a pleasant outlook, and most 
suitable for housing development. Reput- 
able local builders had already approached 
Mr. Trude regarding the development of his 
site, which indicated that there was a demand 
for good type houses. 

Electricity and main water were available 
at the site and it was proposed to pipe the 
foul sewage out to the trunk road, then 
northwards and across the road to connect 
to the sewer in the ex-War Department site 
which in turn connected with the public 
sewer. There were alternative routes for 
the sewer across the old War Department 
site and negotiations with the owners for 
easements were already in progress. 

Alternatively, the foul sewer could be 
taken northwards along the trunk road to 
connect with the public sewer at the junc- 
tion with Quarry-lane. As a further alter- 
native it might be possible to use the sewers 
to be installed at the new schools to the 
north of the site. It was proposed to take 
surface water from the southern part of the 
appeal site to a number of soakaways, but 
it could be piped across the lane to the 
fields on the south side. He was prepared to 
accept conditions regarding sewage disposal 
and would comply with all reasonable re- 
quirements regarding the disposal of surface 
water. 

Woodwater-lane was the subject of an 
Order under Section 30 of the Public Health 
Act, 1925, which required that developers of 
land fronting the lane should be - charged 
with the cost of making up their road front- 
age and give up the necessary land for road 
widening. It was therefore idle for the 
Council to plead that Woodwater-lane was 
too narrow to permit the proposed develop- 
ment or that it would involve a burden on 
public rates for road improvement. The ob- 
jection to the proposal on the grounds that

It was submitted on behalf of the Council 
that the case was not a straightforward one 
45 it involved a reconsideration of the pro- 

sals by Mr. Trude for the development of 
the land adjoining the appeal site owing to 
the difficulties of drainage and the inade- 
quacy of the means of access. 

If this appeal was dismissed, the existing 

ission relating to Mr. Trude’s land 
would be made the subject of a Revocation 
Order, as the City Planning Committee now 
felt that it was wrong to have given it. 

The proposed methods of sewage disposal 
yia the ex-War Department site on the east 
side of the by-pass were entirely dependent 
upon the requisite easements over private 
land being obtained. There was no certainty 
that access to the proposed school sewers 
could be permitted. The only certainty was 
that the site could be drained at considerable 
expense to the public sewer at the east end of 
Quarry-lane. The disposal of surface water 
from part of the site to soakaways would 
not be acceptable as the subsoil was un- 
suitable for this type of drainage, and it 
might not be entirely satisfactory to pipe 
itacross Woodwater-lane. 

Woodwater-lane was a public highway 
some 700 yards long, and narrow and wind- 
ing, The requirements of an Order under 
Section 30 of the Public Health Act, 1925, 
could only apply when development took 
place and not before. Even if the appellant 
complied with the Order the rest of the land 
would remain to be widened and the land on 
the north side of the lane zoned for housing 
might not be developed for many years. In 
their experience the public outcry for road 
improvement often occurred long before full 
development was completed. It would fall, 
therefore, upon the Highway Authority to 
bear the cost of making up the remainder of 
Woodwater-lane. The Council were heavily 
committed to capital expenditure for plan- 
fing purposes and it was important that un- 
hecessary expenditure on improving and 
lighting the many narrow lanes in the City 
should be kept to a minimum, especially 
where such expenditure was not commen- 
surate with the resultant gain to the general 
public. In its present state Woodwater-lane 
would be inadequate to deal with the in- 
creased traffic which would result from the 
proposed development. The appellant ad- 
mitted that he already found it inconvenient 
to move his cows along the lane. Eight 
reported accidents had occurred during the 
past three years at, or near, Woodwater- 
lane junction. 

The Development Plan showed adequate 
land allocated elsewhere than in the vicinity 
of the site for the type of development pro- 
posed. The inner zones of the town should 
be developed before development on the 
Periphery was contemplated. It was expected 
that the proposed residential area on the 
North side of Woodwater-lane would be 
developed only during the later stages of 
the plan period, and no starting date could 
be estimated for the construction of the new 
technical schools to be built to the north of 
the appeal site. Very little development had 
been permitted in Woodwater-lane since the 
War. Existing development was scattered and 
tural in character, and the appellant’s pro- 


posal would create a small urban estate 
which, akhough on a good building site, 
would be out of keeping with the neigh- 
bourhodd. 

Objections to the proposed development 
were made on behalf of two nearby owner- 
occupiers on the grounds that it would spoil 
the rural character of the area, and, without 
road improvements, would only aggravate 
the already serious inconvenience caused to 
residents by the narrowness of the existing 
lane. The more serious objections were to 
the proposed means of drainage, though if 
connections could be made to the public 
sewer these would be met. The subsoil was 
not suitable for soakaways. 

The Minister, in the course of his: deci- 
sion, states that in view of the development 
which has but recently been permitted on 
adjoining and similar land it would be un- 
reasonable, in his opinion, to refuse per- 
mission for the development now proposed 
by the appellant. He has accordingly de- 
cided to allow the appeal and to permit the 
erection of dwelling-houses on the land in 
question, subject to the condition that the 
means of access, the layout of the land and 
the siting, design and external appearance of 
the buildings shall be as may be agreed with 
the local planning authority or, in default of 
agreement, as shall be determined by the 
Minister. 


Factory Extension on Muswell Hill 
Site Approved by Minister 


[HE Cambridge Instrument Co. have 

succeeded in their appeal to the Minister 
of Housing and Local Government against 
Friern Barnet Council’s refusal to grant the 
company permission to build a 2,500 sq. ft. 
extension to their premises at Sydney-road, 
Muswell Hill. 

The Council had refused permission on 
the ground that it was likely to give rise to 
conditions detrimental to the amenities of 
the adjoining residential properties. They 
further contended, at the inquiry into the 
appeal, that there was ample space within 
the factory curtilage for an extension other 
than on the appeal site. 

In his report to the Minister, the Inspector 
expressed the view that in all the circum- 
stances the amenity objections were not 
sufficient to justify refusing the proposal, 
particularly since conditions already imposed 
required the provisien of a screen of trees 
to the south-west and south-east of the site. 

The Minister’s approval is subject to the 
condition that the design and external 
appearance of the building shall be agreed 
with the local planning authority or, in de- 
fault of agreement, as shall be determined 
by the Minister. 


Tea Rooms on Main Road Site: 
Proposal Rejected 


fTONBIDGE Rural District Council’s re- 

fusal of planning permission for the 
use of Grantham Lodge, Lamberhurst 
Quarter, as tea rooms and tea gardens has 
been upheld by the Minister of Housing and 
Local Government on appeal. 

In his report to the Minister, the Inspector 
who conducted the inquiry into the appeal 
said he considered that the conversion of 
this isolated and picturesque old cottage to 
a catering establishment, with an outdoor 
car park for 30 cars as well as an outdoor 
tea garden, would alter its character entirely. 
In his view, the development as proposed 
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would be an intrusion into the open country- 
side. Furthermore, he considered that it 
would be a possible source of danger and 
obstruction to through traffic on this un- 
restricted stretch of a busy iain road (A.21) 
which has only two traffic lanes. 


Petrol Filling Station Proposal on 
Frome Site : Appeal Dismissed 


PROPOSAL to erect a petrol filling 

station in front of Fromefield House, 
a well-designed building of the Regency 
period situated about half-a-mile from the 
centre of Frome, was the subject of a recent 
appeal by Mrs. Y. E. Parfitt against Somer- 
set County Council’s refusal to permit the 
development. 

It was stated on behalf of the Council at 
a public inquiry into the appeal that a pre- 
vious application to erect a petrol filling 
station on the site had been made in 1954 
by the appellant’s father and refused. On 
that occasion 37 local residents had objected 
to the proposal. The County Council asked 
the Minister, in the event of the present 
appeal being dismissed, to award costs 
against the appellant. Frome UDC supported 
the application for costs, as did the 37 local 
residents, who claimed that it was unfair 
that they should again have to bear the cost 
of objecting to another proposal, which was 
for all practical purposes the same as the 
previous one. 

The Minister, in dismissing the appeal, 
says he considers that the proposed plans 
would have a detrimental effect on the 
visual amenities of a fine old building and 
an attractive neighbourhood. He adds that 
he has decided to make no order as to costs. 


Minister Turns Down Compulsory 
Purchase of Saltdean Lido and 
Park 


R. HENRY BROOKE, Minister of 
Housing and Local Government, has 
decided not to allow Brighton Corporation 
to purchase compulsorily Saltdean Lido 
and Park. 

The Corporation proposed to redevelop 
the areas for recreational purposes following 
many years of disuse, but Messrs. Butlins 
put forward an alternative development 
scheme for a roadhouse and swimming pool 
under which, if they were allowed to carry 
it into effect, the Corporation would be 
offered the greater part of the land free of 
charge. 

Recommending that the compulsory pur- 
chase order be not confirmed, the Inspector 
noted that there was little dispute over the 
use of the park area as a pleasure ground 
and that there was accordingly no proof of 
need to acquire it compulserily for that 
purpose. He pointed out that both the Cor- 
poration and Butlins intended to provide 
swimming bath facilities at the Lido and 
that the differences of opinion were over 
details and amenity. 

The Minister, accepting his Inspector’s re- 
commendations and deciding not to confirm 
the order, had regard to the fact that the 
greater part of the land was offered to the 
Council free and that the use to which it 
proposed to put the rest was not dissimilar 
to that proposed by Messrs. Butlins. He 
noted in particular Messrs. Butlins’ inten- 
tion to open the roadhouse and swimming 
pool to the public. 

A public inquiry into the compulsory 
purchase order was held on March 11 and 
12 last.

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HOUSING IN EUROPE 


Financial and Technical 
Problems Examined 


HE financing of housing in Europe, 
policy and trends, building costs, urban 
velopment and town planning in relation 
ereto, and the utilisation of space in 
wellings were among the important ques- 
ms considered by the United Nations 
konomic Commission for Europe’s Hous- 
y Committee at a _ session held at 
reneva from June 18 to 20. Representa- 
es attending the meeting were gratified 
»the spirit of co-operation that prevailed 
poughout the discussions and by the con- 
rete results achieved. 

The agenda items examined by the Com- 
nittee included in particular: 

Financing of housing—The Committee 
oted with appreciation a provisional report 
ged on information supplied by ECE 
nembers. This report, which will be pub- 
ished by the Secretariat this year, covers 
he problem of the financing of housing as 
whole. 

Several representatives suggested that a 
parate inquiry should be made into the 
housing mortgage market and the future 
je of the private providers of rented 
ccommodation, including the particular 
actors which determine these possibilities 
n different countries. 

Standardisatien and modular co-ordina- 
ion—The Committee decided to hold an 
nd hoc meeting to study this particular ques- 
ion and suggested June, 1959, as a suitable 
date. The meeting would be concerned 
wih the practical application of standard- 
isation and modular co-ordination within 
the framework of government policies and 
by the building professions and industries, 
including producers of building materials 
and components. One of the main objec- 
tives of the meeting would be to promote 
international trade in building materials and 
components. 


Government policies and the cost of 
building——Within the framework of the 
relevant inquiry, the effect of government 
measures on the technological development 
of the building industry and on housing 
costs has already been studied, and it was 
decided that attention should also be paid 
to the trend of productivity in the building 
industry and means of increasing it, as well 
as to the use of new materials such as 
plastics. light-weight concrete, light metals 
and lighter forms of steel. 

Urban development and town planning 
in relation to the cost of building—It was 
decided to undertake work on particular 
questions of urban development and town 
planning in relation to the costs of building, 
With special reference to the influence on 
the cost to housing occupants and public 
authorities of different physical layouts for 
residential land development. It was also 
decided that, for the time being, the work 
should be confined to the question of pro- 
viding public utilities, although account 
Would be taken in the study of the cost of 
Providing various community services and 
facilities. 

Next meeting—The next series of ECE 
housing meetings will be held from 
November 10 to 14 of this year. It will be 
followed by a short group visit to Stuttgart. 


OVERSEAS BUILDING 


From Our Own Correspondents 


CEYLON.—The Planning Commission 
began consideration of a proposal to enlarge 
Kankesanturai harbour in the north of 
Ceylon and a survey of Cod Bay, Trin- 
comalee, as part of a plan to develop this 
port for commercial use. . . . Provision to 
spend £150,000 has been made for quay 
construction, removal of rocks to provide 
deep berths and the deepening of the har- 
bour. . . . Plans have been put in hand 
to commence the third stage of the hydro- 
electric scheme. This will invelve a 300-ft. 
high dam with underground ‘power house 
and tunnelling for water races. 
are expected to be invited while negotia- 
tions are proceeding for a loan from the 
World Bank. 


DENMARK.—tThe_ Government have 
agreed to recommend a State loan of 
£350,000 towards the cost of a proposed 
factory to produce nylon and perlon yarns 
in the Silkeborg area. The whole project 
is to cost over £1m. The remainder of its 
cost is to be met by a Swiss company... . 
A hydro and aerodynamic laboratory is to 
be built at Lundtofte. It will be the first 
of its kind in Denmark. ... A 14-floor 
building is to be erected for Copenhagen’s 
Rigshospital at a cost of just over £7m. 


FRENCH WEST AFRICA.—Plans for 
the future development of Port Etienne, 
Mauritania, include-a rail link with the im- 
portant iron mines of Fort Gouraud. .. . 
Because water has been found at Tazadit, 
Mauritania, 30 km. from Fort Gouraud, it 
has been chosen as the site for the 600- 
family dwellings of the Fort Gouraud 
mining community. . . . Funds have been 
made available for the development of the 
Societé Energie Electrique de Guinee, who 
are responsible for electricity and water 
supplies in French Guinea, a loan for the 
construction of another hotel at Abidjan, 
and the improvement of supplies at Abid- 
jan, Ivory Coast. . .. An International Bank 
Delegation visited Conakry, Guinea, as a 
result of a request for a loan of 70m. 
dollars for the construction of a dam at 
the aluminium producing area of Souapiti. 
, . . Under the heading of Fonds d’Equip- 
ment Rural de Developement Economique 
et Sociat a number of projects are 
envisaged. These include road building in 
Dahomey, construction of the port at 
Cotonou and the establishment of a palm- 
oil extraction factory, the construction of 
a bridge at Bamako in French Sudan as 
well as road building, the building of a 
dam at Dagana on the Senegal River, which 
enters the sea at St. Louis. Work is to 
go ahead on the development of the St. 
Louis airport. 


IRAN.—According to reliable reports, 
the United States Goodyear Company have 
applied for permission to open a tyre manu- 
facturing plant in Iran. It has also been 
reported that the United States Goodrich 
Tyre Company are interested in establish- 
ing a tyre factory here... . The Minister 
of Communications at a Press conference 
recently said that plans for new railway 
construction included the following:

KENYA.—Plans by the Kenya Govern- 
ment to interest outside constructors in pro- 
viding capital, on a deferred payment basis, 
for a road building programme may result 
in the addition of £7m. worth of bitumenised 
roads in the Colony. This was revealed by 
the chairman of the Kenya Road Authority, 
Mr. L. R. M. Welwood, when he addressed 
businessmen in Kisumu recently. 


MALAY A.—Swan and Maclaren, archi- 
tects, of Kuala Lumpur, Malaya, have in- 
vited tenders for the construction of 12 
houses at Petaling Jaya for the University of 
Malaya. The building of a further 18 
houses will follow immediately. ... Tenders 
have been called by the Senior Executive 
Engineer, Public Works Department, 
Seremban, Federation of Malaya, for the 
construction of a microwave repeater 
station in the Mantin area of Negri Sem- 
bilan. . . . Seven districts in the state of 
Kelantan, Malaya, are each to have a school 
of six classrooms, with ancillary works, 
constructed. Tenders have been called, where 
applicable, by the Executive Engineer, Pub- 
lic Works Department, at Machang, Pasir 
Mas, or Kota Bharu. The seven places in 
which the classrooms are to be built are: 
Kuala Krai, Bandar, Tanah Merah, Tebing 
Tinggi, Tumpat, Pasir Mas and Wakaf 
Raja. . .. Swan and Maclaren, architects, 
of Singapore, have invited tenders for the 
electrical installation and fittings and for 
the sanitary installation and water supply 
to the new hospital at Simanggang for the 
Sarawak Government. ... Two Federation 
of Malaya government officials recently left 
for financial talks in London and Washing- 
ton, during which they would seek loans for 
the (Malayan) $147m. Cameron Highlands 
hydro-electric scheme. They are Mr. O. A. 
Spencer, chairman of the Central Electricity 
Board and Economic Adviser to the Federa- 
tion Government, and Mr. A. P. H. 
Humphrey, secretary to the Ministry of 
Finance. They were seeking loans from the 
Commonwealth Development Finance Cor- 
poration, and a loan of a little more than 
(Malayan) $100m. from the International 
Bank. Work on the first stage of the 
Cameron Highlands scheme—to produce 
100,000 kilowatts—is due to start next Feb- 
ruary. The project is planned to be com- 
pleted in five years. Early this year an 
official of the International Bank had talks 
in Kuala Lumpur about this scheme with 
government and Central Electricity Board 
officials. 


PARAGUAY.—A project for a hydro- 
electric plant on the rivers Monday and 
Acaray is being worked out. The plans 
are understood to be at present under study 
by the Brazilian Gevernment, who will aid 
in financing the scheme. The total cost of 
the installations has been estimated at US 
$15m. and it is hoped that the US Recon- 
struction and Development Bank will supply 
the main financial assistance. . . . A Decree 
has been promulgated authorising the firm 
of Petromina CA of Caracas to build and 
exploit an oil pipe-line from Villa Hayes, 
a few miles NE of Asuncion, to Fort 
Oruro on the Bolivian frontier, where it 
will join a pipe-line to be constructed by 
the Bolivian Government.

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RHODESIA AND NYASALAND— 
Tenders for the Kyle Dam Scheme which 
were invited in April on a_contractor- 
finance basis are now being examined. The 
scheme will cost about £2.8m. Offers were 
received from a partnership of Richard 
Costain (Africa), Ltd., and John Laing and 
Son (Rhodesia), Ltd., and from Sir Alfred 
McAlpine and Co. (Rhodesia), Ltd. No 
foreign offers were received. The dam is 
designed mainly to provide water for the 
Triangle Sugar Estate and the Hippo Valley 
Citrus Estate near Fort Victoria, Southern 
Rhodesia. . ... The Rhodesian firm A. G. 
Burton, Ltd., has been awarded a contract 
for the building of a new road between 
Gwaai and Wankie on the Bulawayo/ 
Victoria Falls route. The scheme is esti- 
mated to cost £l4m. . . . The Federal and 
Southern Rhodesian Governments have 
joined with the Italian firm Snia Viscosa, 
Cartiere Beniamino Donzelli and certain 
Rhodesian firms in the formation of a 
development company with a capital of 
£30,000 to investigate the scheme to estab- 
lish a £3m. pulp and paper industry in 
the eastern districts of Southern Rhodesia. 
. ++ Nestlés, Ltd., propose to build a factory 
in Southern Rhodesia to process milk. 


SINGAPORE.—The : Singapore Trading 
Co. Ltd. plans to build 1,608 low-cost 
houses at Bukit Panjang, Singapore. They 
will be sold at a price range of about £900 
to £1,200 each. Mr. Seah Boon Heng, the 
company’s managing director, said the in- 
tention was to construct terrace and semi- 
detached houses and bungalows. It was also 
planned to erect a cinema, market, school 
and church for the prospective residents. 
Plans had been submitted to the authorities, 
and the company proposed to start on the 
first part of the programme early in 1959. 
It was intended to divide the project into five 
annual phases, with about 300 houses being 
built per phase. Work will start soon on 
another of the company’s schemes—52 ter- 
race and semi-detached houses and bunga- 
lows and shop-houses at the junction of 
Frankel-avenue and East Coast-road, Singa- 
pore. Mr. Seah said the company at pre- 
sent was constructing another 93 houses at 
East Coast-park, and nine at Joo Chiat- 
place. ... At least 1,000 low-cost houses 
were planned for next year by the Federal 
Housing Trust in Malaya, said Tuan Haji 
Ismail, Deputy Secretary for Local Govern- 
ment and Housing. The money for them 
would come from assets, he added. The 
houses would be for Johore Bahru, Taiping. 
Ipoh, Tanah Merah, Kluang, Sungei Siput, 
Kuala Lipis, Bentong and Pekan. This year 
about 800 houses are being erected in Johore 
Bahru, Taiping, Ipoh and Kuantan. . . . The 
Singapore Co-operative Union plans to 
build 167 houses for an estate at Thomson- 
road. Two-storey three-bedroom houses 
would cost about £1,200 each. One-storey 
houses with two bedrooms are expected to 
be priced at some £900 apiece. 


SINGAPORE.—The Financial Secretary 
said that work in hand would involve an 
expenditure of more than $70m. this year, 
more than had ever been spent in one year 
on developments. About $24m. would be 
spent on capital works, including the Poly- 
technic; about $22m. would be spent on 
telephone development, about $4m. on rural 
development; $7m. on buying sites for 
schools and sites for resettling’ squatters, and 






the balance on miscellaneous development. 
‘Expenditure of this order by the Govern- 
ment will go a very long way to offset 
the effects of the recession in the building 
and allied trades and in many other direc- 
tions this year,’ the Financial Secretary 
added. 


S. RHODESIA.—Contract for the con- 
struction of a 23-storey office block in 
Jameson-avenue, Salisbury, has gone to 
Richard Costain (Africa). Cost is in the 
region of £600,000, and the total area of the 
building is about 170,000 sq. ft. A unique 
feature will be above-ground parking on the 
first and second floors. London County 
Properties of Rhodesia (Pvt.) Ltd., are the 
owners, and the offices will be occupied by 
Rhodesian Selection Trust (Secretariat) Ltd. 
Architects are W. D’Arcy Cathcart and Son, 
of Salisbury, in association with Dennis 
Lennon, ARIBA, of London. 


YUGOSLAVIA. — Investment loans 
granted by the Yugoslav Investment Bank 
have included large sums for the building 
of the Split hydro-electric station at 
Zakucac on the Cetina River south-east of 
Split (to be the biggest in Yugoslavia, with 
an installed capacity of some 400 mega- 
watts); extensions to the Rade Koncar elec- 
trical engineering works at Zagreb, recon- 
struction work at the ‘RR’ works at Nis, 
and extensions to the Belgrade cold store. 
. . . Interest is being expressed in the build- 
ing of the Ljubelj tunnel on the Austrian 
border. . . . A grain silo project is to be 
commenced at Rijeka. It will take several 
years to complete and will have a capacity 
of 33,000 tons.

Proposed New Town Inquiry 


THE Secretary of State for Scotland, the 

Rt. Hon. John S. Maclay, issued a 
statement on August 1 for the information 
of all those concerned in the proposal which 
has been put forward for a new town near 
Finnich Toll, Stirlingshire. This said: ‘A 
goup of building and civil engineering con- 
tractors propose the development by private 
enterprise of a new town near Finnich Toll, 
West Stirlingshire. The site is stated to 
extend to approximately 3,000 acres on the 
fams of Finnich Blair, Laigh Finnich, High 
Finnich, Craighat and Aucheneck. near 
Stockie Muir on the road from Glasgow 
to Drymen and Balmaha and Loch Lomond. 


‘The promoters say that their activities 
would cover not only housing but also all 
building responsibilities, private and public, 
viz, Shops, commerce, industry, and educa- 
tion together with all civil engineering and 
site servicing operations. So far as hous- 
ing is concerned, the proposals are stated to 
be for 2,000 to 2,500 subsidised dwellings 
for Glasgow overspill and 6,000 private 
houses, of varying types and sizes, for sale, 
to provide for a population of some 30,000 
to 35,000. 


‘A proposal of this magnitude inyolves 
important issues which will require careful 
consideration before any decision can be 
reached. Problems of water supply, drain- 
age and sewage disposal, communications, 
and the allocation of land for residential 
and other purposes within the site arise, in 
addition to such matters as the possibility 
of establishing suitable industry in the dis- 
trict, the loss of agricultural land and the 
effect of a development on this scale on the 
surrounding area. 


‘An application for planning approval] in 
principle has been submitted by the pro- 
moters of the scheme to Stirling County 
Council, and the Council have asked the 
Secretary of State to direct that it be 
referred to him for determination. In view 
of the important issues involved and of the 
fact that they are of more than local in- 
terest, the Secretary of State has agreed to 
the County Council’s request and has issued 
the desired Direction under section 13 of 
the Town and Country Planning (Scotland) 
Act, 1957.’ 


In a covering letter to the County Council 
the Secretary of State has indicated that be- 
fore any decision is reached a public inquiry 
into the proposals will be arranged so as to 
afford al persons concerned an opportunity 
of stating their views and to ensure that all 
aspects are fully and _ independently 
examined before any decision is reached. 
The date of the inquiry will be advertised 
in the Press in due course. In the mean- 
time the Seceetary of State is prepared to 
receive written representations, which 
should be addressed to The Secretary, 
Department of Health for Scotland, York 
Buildings, Queemstreet, Edinburgh, 2.
